A notification was this week sent by the Secretary of 
the Navy to the various Navy Department Bureaus and 
commanding officers of the fleets concerned, directing 
them to prepare for the maneuvers of the squadrons in 
the Caribbean Sea during the coming winter. The plans, 
as they were outlined in this notification, contemplate 
the assembling of the Battleship Squadron, the Carib- 
bean Squadron and the Coast Squadron in Hampton 
Roads about Dec. 1, and their departure from there im- 
mediately afterwards, the Battleship Squadron and the 
Caribbean Squadron for Culebra and the Coast Squadron 
for Key West. During December, it is explained in the 
communication sent out by direction of the Secretary of 
the Navy, the squadrons will engage in the regular 
routine drills and in drills in markmanship. In December 
the South Atlantic and European Squadrons will be 
engaged in exactly the same work as the three squadrons 
on the North Atlantic Station. Later ‘these distant 
squadrons will move from their stations to the Caribbean 
Sea and report at Culebra to Rear Admiral A. S. Barker, 
the commander-in-chief, early in the month of January. 
The fleet, composed of the four squadrons, the Battleship, 
European Caribbean and South Atlantic, will con- 
tinue work on tactical maneuvers during the month of 
January, and towards the end of the month, will move 
westward, engaging in strategic problems or war games, 
the details of which have not yet been even tentatively 
planned, arriving at Guantanamo, Cuba, about Febru- 
The Coast Squadron will leave Key West and 
arrive at Guantanamo about the same time. The force 
there assembled, which by this time will be very re- 
spectable in size, being composed of five squadrons, with- 
out counting the Training Squadron, which may be 
present, will here engage in other important drills and 
maneuvers. After leaving Guantanamo about March 1, 
the entire fleet will proceed down the old Bahama Chan- 
nel to Key West, where, during the remainder of March, 
the annual target practice will be carried on. It is 
understood that Admiral George Dewey will inspect the 
tleet at some time during the progress of the maneuvers, 
and that Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, will accompany him if the duties 
of the bureau will permit of his absence; but Admiral 
Dewey will not actually take command of the fleet, as he 
did last year. At the target practice off Key West in 
March, the new plan of offering prizes for the best marks- 
manship, and a trophy for the best marksmanship made 
for all guns on an individual ship, will be tried for the 
lirst time, 


ary 15. 
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Secretary Moody is pursuing a very careful and con- 
servative course in his attitude toward the project for the 
creation of a Navy General Staff. While he has not 
finally determined just how he will call the attention of 
Congress to the need of a re-organization of the Navy 
Department along certain lines, he wishes to be thor- 
oughly posted about every detail of the General Staff 
as proposed by members of the General Board, and has 
addressed two leading questions to the advocates of the 
measure and requested that they be answered fully in 
Writing as early as possible. Secretary Moody believes 
in taking expert advice on all matters affecting the 
Navy, consulting frequently with Rear Admiral Henry C. 
Taylor, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for example, 
on matters affecting the personnel of the Navy and with 
Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, Chief Constructor, 
on subjects relating to his special functions. When the 
question of the 13,000-ton battleships Idaho and Mis- 
sissippi precipitated an earnest discussion in the Board 
on Construction, Secretary Moody called on leading 
Navy officers in the various grades for opinions on the 
question at issue. In this matter Rear Admiral Royal 
B. Bradford, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, has 


time and again been consulted by the Secretary. Nor 
does this by any means exhaust the list of officers whom 
the. Secretary consults almost daily about questions 
coming to him for settlement. But the point is em- 
phasized that he does not call on Rear Admirals Taylor, 
Bowles and Bradford, because of their position as Chiefs 
of Bureaus, but because he considers their opinions of 
value. Under the present system, however, the action 
of the Secretary in consulting bureau chiefs about gen- 
eral naval problems tends to create unpleasantness with 
those who may think that this interferes with their 
prerogatives. This is urged as an argument for a Gen- 
eral Staff with whose chief the Secretary can consult 
without disturbing the feelings of any other officer. On 
the other hand the present system leaves the Secretary 
free to consult with whom he will when he pleases and 
on any subject. Whether this freedom of action will in any 
way be hampered by a changed system is one of the 
matters which is being given careful consideration. 
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Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, has decided to recommend in his forth- 
coming annual report that Congress be asked for 
$1,200,000 for the construction of shore barracks at two 
stations on the Atlantic coast, which may be used as a 
rendezvous for recruits. It is the intention of Admiral 
Taylor that two complete stations of this character shall 
be established with this money, each to accommodate 
about 1,000 men. Provision will be made for the con- 
struction out of this appropriation of barracks and out- 
buildings, making the plant at each station complete, so 
that the barracks may be added to without any material 
increase in the plant itself. The selection of the sites 
for these proposed shore barracks, in case Congress 
grants the money, will be left to a special board, which 
Secretary Moody will appoint. The special board ap- 
pointed to take up the question of shore barracks and re- 
port on it to the Department, of which Capt. C. M. 
Thomas is president, has not yet completed its report, 
but it is understood one of its recommendations will be 
for the establishment of extensive shore barracks at Nor- 
folk. Temporary shore barracks are now under con- 
struction at Norfolk and League Island. These will be 
completed by Dec. 1, and will consist of three barracks 
at each place, accommodating about 1,800 men. Rear 
Admiral P. M. Rixey, Surgeon General of the Navy, 
will, in his annual report, call the attention of the Sec- 
retary to the vital need for the construction of shore 
barracks for the enlisted men of the Navy, instesd of 
continuing to use the receiving ships exclusively for such 
purposes. He will show the sad results of the epidemics 
of diphtheria and meningitis which occurred at several 
of the yards this summer, due entirely to overcrowding 
of the men. 
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The General Staff of the Army is gathering all the 
data possible regarding the permanent boards of the 
Army, such as the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications, 
the Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry Boards, the Engineer 
Board, the Board for the Revision of Small Arms Firing 
Regulations, and the old Board on Army Regulations. 
The idea of the General Staff in getting together these 
data is to consider the advisability of re-arranging the 
work of the boards by shifting certain work from one to 
another, and taking from some of them duties which now 
naturally belong to the General Staff. In this connec- 
tion the remarks of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of 
Sept. 26 anent the possibility that Congress may be 
asked to abolish the Board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions were pertinent. Originally, the Board of Ord- 
nance and Fortifications was intended to settle important 
questions relating to sea coast guns and fortifications, 
but it is well known that the board now acts on all 
“freak” inventions submitted to the Government in the 
way of ordnance or ordnance equipment, and that it 
often takes up such small matters as types of belts, 
canteens, etc., which should be settled, it is thought, by 
the Ordnance Department of the Army. It is not by 
any means certain, however, that the General Staff will 
recommend the abolishment of the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortifications, but it is practically certain that the 
work now being done by the General Staff looks to a 
recommendation of considerable importance relative to 
the duties and functions of this board and other per- 
manent Army boards. 
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Rear Admiral Charles W. Rae, Engineer-in-Chief of 
the Navy, has designated the following board of engineer 
oflicers to accompany the battleship Maine to Culebra 
this month to investigate and report upon the workings 
of her boilers: Capt. John A. B. Smith, president ; 
Lieut. Comdr. Frank H. Bailey and Lieut. Comdr. Wythe 
M. Parks. Rear Admiral Rae has given considerable 
time to the selection of this board, which he regards as 
the very best that could be obtained for this service. The 
appointments have been approved by the Secretary. Upon 
the report of this board will depend in large measure the 
settlement of the future policy of the Navy toward the 
Niclausse boiler. In order that every opportunity may 
be afforded the builders of this boiler to demonstrate its 
real value for marine purposes, the Board on Construc- 
tion will probably approve the recommendation of Rear 
Admiral Rae.that the builders of this boiler construct a 
boiler of the improved Niclausse type for test on land 
before the Board on Construction finally settles the boiler 
question. Such a test cannot, of course, be as valuable 
as the test to which the boilers on the Maine will be sub- 
jected in the cruise of that vessel to Culebra, but the 


builders of the boiler claim that they have recently made 
certain improvements in the boiler which overcome the 
difficulties experienced with the Maine's boilers on her 
trial cruise last winter. 

Preliminary reports of the trials of the Maine’s guns, 
which occurred off the Virginia coast this week, state 
that they were entirely satisfactory. Capt. Charles J. 
Train, president of the Board of Inspection and Survey, 
was at the Navy Department this week and told the offi- 
cials that in the opinion of the board the Maine was now 
a sound ship throughout, so rar as her gun foundations 
were concerned, and that he did not believe any more 
trouble on this score would be experienced. The tests 
through which her guns were put this week were of the 
most rigid character. Her big guns were fired several 
rounds together, and all her guns fired a number of times. 
In the firing some of the bolts connecting the sectors on 
which the turrets rest broke, but Rear Admiral Bowles, 
Chief Constructor of the Navy, said it had been intended 
that these bolts should be left out, as they were not at 
all necessary to the rigidity of the turrets, and the Board 
of Inspection and Survey, according to Capt. Train’s 
verbal report, did not appear to attach much importance 
to this accident. The Maine will now go in dock at 
Newport News to have her bottom cleaned, after which 
her standardization trials will take place over the Barren 
Island course in Chesapeake Bay. The Bureau of Steam 
Engineering will be represented at these trials by Lieut. 
Milton E. Reed, of that Bureau.

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At the meeting of the Board on Construction on Sept. 
28, Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, Chief Constructor 
of the Navy, made a very effective reply to the criticisms 
advanced by a naval officer that French and German hat- 
tleships possessed an advantage over American battle- 
ships, in that the average height of their gun axis above 
the water line exceeded that in the American type. To 
demonstrate this he showed to the board models of the 
American battleship Louisiana, the German battleship 
Wittelsbach and the French battleship Suffren. Although 
the last two ships are of slightly less displacement than 
the Louisiana, they are near enough like that ship in type 
to permit of a comparison. The members of the board 
were generally of the opinion that the criticism, which 
was made in one of the opinions asked for by Secretary 
Moody on the question of the designs for the 13,000-ton 
battleships Idaho and Mississippi, was not well founded. 
Rear Admiral Bowles’s statement to the board showed 
very conclusively that the difference in the height of the 
freeboard of the ships of the three countries named 1s 
not sufficient to give German and French battleships any 
materjal advantage in action. Although the Suffren has 
one turret forward on an extra deck, giving the guns 
of that turret a slight elevation, this advantage is gained 
by the sacrifice of other advantages elsewhere in the ship.

Isecause he believes that Congress and the country 
should be informed as to the exact degree of proficiency 
shown by the gunners of the Navy, Secretary 
Moody has decided to incorporate in his forthcoming an- 
nual report the target practice records of the various 
squadrons, He has not the least hesitency in doing this 
in view of the excellent records that have recently been 
made. Heretofore there has been an indisposition on 
the part of officers of the Navy to make public these 
records for the reason that our naval attachés abroad 
claim they are unable to get records from foreign govern- 
ments, the German admiralty guarding with special care 
the gunnery records of its ships. As the gun crews 
on coming ashore tell of the records they have made, 
the facts concerning target records are known unoffi- 
cially, and for this reason Rear Admiral O'Neil, Chief 
of Ordnance, and other officers think it advisable to 
announce them officially. For the use of the Secretary, 
Lieut. Comdr. William Sims is preparing a table of 
the records made during the recent series of target prac- 
tice, 








Upon the recommendation of Capt. Willard H. Brown- 
sen, commandant of the Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
Secretary Moody has directed that the rule prohibiting 
smoking among the..Midshipmen be revoked in the case 
of the members of the First Class. In the opinion of 
the Secretary and of Captain Brownson it is a reflec- 
tion on the good sense and character of men of the age 
which the members of the First Class average to place 
them under a rule that is not exacted of men the same 
age in other professions. It is intended to continue the 
application of the rule to members of the other classes 
and the First Class men will be expected to aid the au- 
thorities in seeing that is obeyed. Abolishment of the 
rule prohibiting smoking has been tried with success at 
the Military Academy at West Point and Secretary 
Moody and Captain Brownson are hopeful of equally 
satisfactory results at the Naval Academy.

An officer of the Army who has recently made the trip 
across China and Siberia, en route home from the Philip- 
pines, has kindly furnished us, by request, with an ac- 
count of his journey, which appears elsewhere, It is so 
minute and exact in detail that it will prove an invalu- 
able guide to whoever may desire to make this journey. 
It will be observed that the cost of the trip from Na- 
gasaki to New York is estimated at $345.45. This can 
be reduced to $275 by taking a second class railroad 
ticket and still further by traveling second class on the 
steamer. 
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With the assignment of ten young men who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in private military schools in the 
United States as lieutenants in the Philippine Constab- 
ulary an important step has been taken toward the im- 
provement of that organization. The appointment of 
these young officers is authorized by the act of Con- 
gress providing for the organization of the constabulary, 
and has been made with a view of bringing the force up 
as closely as possible to Army standards. Under the 
law the five ranking officers of the constabulary are 
detailed from among the officers of the United States 
Army, the present chief being Capt. Henry T. Allen. 
6th U.S. Cavalry, with local rank of Brigadier General. 
Many of the captains and lieutenants of constabulary 
are former officers of the United States Volunteer forces 
who went to the Philippines during the insurrection and 
who desired to remain in the islands after their terms 
cf enlistment had expired. The civil authorities of the 
Philippines are anxious to pattern the constabulary after 
the Army as closely as possible, and hope to further 
that parpose by taking into the organization every year 
tien cr more young men who have received military in- 
struction from Army officers at military schools in the 
United States. We do not share the hope of the civil 
authorities of the Philippines that the reorganization of 
the constabulary will permit the absolute withdrawa) 
ef all the United States troops from the islands within 
four or five years, but we believe that the’movement to 
increase the efficiency of the native force has been in- 
stituted on correct lines. It is probable also that the 
coustabulary service will become a sort of training 
school in which many vigorous and alert young men 
will ultimately qualify for commissions in the Army, 
and for that reason alone the present experiment will 
command earnest attention in this country. Of the ten 
young men from military schools in the United States 
te receive commissions as constabulary lieutenants eight 
heve already been appointed as follows: L. H. Me- 
Adow, of the Virginia Military Institute at Lexington, 
Va.; George S. Holmes, St. John’s Military Academy, 
Delafield, Wis.; Joseph H. Wood, St. John’s College, 
Annapolis, Md.; Charles H. Allen, Michigan Military 
Academy, Orchard Lake, Mich.; W. R. MeGeachin, Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, Lincoln, Neb.; Edward J. O’Brien, 
Si.

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Capt. T. Bentley Mott, U.S.A., Military Attaché to 
the American Embassy in Paris, who attended the re- 
cent maneuvers Of the British army, is credited in a 
cable despatch from London to the New York Times 
with some highly interesting observations on the ma- 
neuvers and the comparisons they suggest. Himself an 
artillery officer of fine attainments, Captain Mott de- 
clares that the British artillery is not only less nodern 
than the French, but much less interesting. ‘The ma- 
neuvers, however,” he continues, “were especially inter- 
esting to Americans for the reason that we have the 
same inherited ideas, ways of thought, and method of 
doing things as the English. Moreover, our country is of 
exactly the same character as England for operations, 
particularly of cavalry and artillery. Here there are 
very few places outside the Downs where they could use 
cavalry, which, consequently, is obliged to confine itsziiz 
to the roads, as at home. Of course, most of Europe 
has gotten cavalry ideas from us, and England especially 
uses our methods, applying them here more closely than 
one sees on the Continent. The regiments which par- 
ticipated in the maneuvers were largely made up of men 
who had seen war. They were like hunting dogs which 
had been shot over, The English maneuvers are a prac- 
tical application on a larger scale than we have had at 
home of methods of attack which our officers believe in, 
and, which, on a small scale, have been followed for many 
years. It is interesting to see that the results of the 
war in South Africa have led to exactly the same meth- 
ods as we followed in the Indian campaigns—that is long 
lines of skirmishers, one after another, instead of packed 
The English soldier strikes me as being very 
young, but he seems to march well.

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The question of the right of the Chief of Staff of the 
Army to forward military papers without reference to 
the Secretary of War, and to request information from 
any officer of the Army on any military subject coming 
under his supervision, is still causing some discussion at 
the War Department. The best military authorities at 
the Department contend, however, that under paragraph 
18, of General Orders 120, A.G.O., 1903, ample authority 
is given the Chief of Staff to call for information as the 
agent of the Secretary of War, but without necessarily 
stating in the indorsement on the official paper that it 
is by direction of the Secretary. The paragraph referred 
to reads as follows: “In performance of the duties here- 
inbefore enumerated and in representation of superior 
authority, the Chief of Staff calls for information, makes 
investigations, issues instructions, and exercises all other 
functions necessary to proper harmony and efficiency of 
action upon the part of those placed under his super- 
vision.” It is stated by members of the General Staff 
that great care will be taken by the General Staff 
in communicating orders to troops and individuals that 
the Adjutant General’s Office shall be used as a medium. 
It must be understood that there are many rough edges 
in the administration of affairs at the War Department 
under the new system which will have to be rubbed off, 
but we firmly believe that matters will eventually work 
themselves out most harmoniously and for the ultimate 
benefit of the Service.

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Gen. John C. Black, the new Comander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, has formally com- 
mitted himself to the principle of service pensions for 
all veteran soldiers of the Civil War who have reached 
the age of sixty-two years, and it is therefore probable 
that efforts to procure legislation with that object in 
view will be made during the forthcoming session of 
Congress. As he defined his attitude on this question at 
a reception given in his honor by the Grand Army posts 
of Chicago on the evening of Sept. 26, there is no doubt 
that General Black is logically correct in the position 
he assumes, for, as he reminds his comrades, the Govern- 
ment has granted service pensions to the surviving vet- 
erans. of the War of 1812, the Mexican War and of 
numerous Indian campaigns, and exact justice requires 
that the precedent should be followed in the case of the 
veterans of the Civil War and their widows. The ar- 
gument against this is the economic one, the estimate 
being that 200,000 veterans and upwards of 50,000 
widows would be added to the pension rolls. Our pen- 
sion roll is a part of the price the people of this coun- 
try pay for the privilege of indulging in their distrust 
of the methods of military administration approved by 
centuries of experience. For those who like that sort 
of thing it is just the sort of thing they like. 








That it should be necessary for an American Navy 
officer—Rear Admiral Benjamin P. Lamberton—to go 
from Washington via England to assume command of 
the South Atlantic Squadron to which he has been as- 
signed, is a fact which patriotic Americans will cou- 
template with undisguised chagrin. The incident merely 
illustrates the almost criminal neglect by the United 
States of its commercial opportunities in South America. 
Instead of acquiring our legitimate share of South 
American trade, assuming a place of control in Nouth 
American finance and establishing steamship, direct 
steamship lines with South American ports, we have 
foolishly allowed our European competitors to 
opolize the whole field so completely that an 
of the Navy assigned to duty with the 
Atlantic Squadron, in order to reach his station 
in the speediest way, is obliged to cross. the 
Atlantic to Southampton in a foreign ship and_re- 
cross it in another foreign ship to South America. ‘The 
towering stupidity of the marine policy, which makes 
such a trip necessary, is a stinging rebuke to all the 
hoastings of American commercial enterprise.

Strong testimony to the wholesome moral effect of the 
presence of the European Squadron of the United States 
Navy at Beirut, Syria, is given by a correspondent of 
the London Times who, in a letter from that city, de- 
clares that nothing but the arrival of Rear Admiral 
Cotton’s warships prevented the recent riots from devel- 
oping into a general massacre of Christians. That con- 
ditions in Beirut have improved enormously since Ad- 
miral Cotton arrived is admitted by all hands, but the 
Admiral himself is’ apprehensive that his withdrawal 
might imperil the lives and property of American resi- 
dents, and for that reason the Government at Washing- 
ton has wisely refrained from issuing any orders for 
his recall. The Turkish Government has officially in- 
timated that it would be pleased if the United States 
would withdraw Admiral Cotton’s squadron, but it is 
definitely stated that the squadron will remain at Bei- 
rut until the Sultan has given positive assurances of 
adequate protection for American lives and property in 
Turkish territory. 





The executive committee of the National Board for 
the Promotion of Rifle Practice will meet in Washing- 
ton on Oct. 7 for the purpose of considering plans for 
rifle contests next year. This executive committee con-

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Even if the Republic of Colombia doesn’t want to treat 
for the sale of the Panama Canal route on fair terms, 
she will have to provide proper protection for citizens 
of the United States residing within her territorial limits 
or suffer the consequences. It is to remind her of this 
obligation that the U.S.S. Nashville, Comdr. John Hub- 
bard, U.S.N., commanding, was despatched on Sept. 28 
from the Pensacola Navy Yard to St. Andrew’s Island, 
a Colombian possession lying off the coast of Nicaragua, 
to investigate a complaint that a large body of American 
mechanics have been grossly ill-treated by native em- 
ployers. No serious trouble is anticipated by the av- 
thorities at Washington, but in view of unsettled condi- 
tions in Colombia it has been thought wise to send a 
United States warship to the scene of the difficulty as a 
precautionary measure. The proceeding is simply a no- 
tification to Colombia that American interests musi be 
thoroughly protected. 
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If it be true, as reported from Manila, that the civil 
authorities of the Philippines have decided to enlist one 
thousand Moro inhabitants of Mindanao for constabu- 
lary duty in that island, we can only express the hope 
that the scheme may be promptly vetoed by the War 
Department. Moros are utterly unfit for such service. 
They are all, or nearly all, Mohammedans and know 
little or nothing of Christian standards of right and 
duty. They are superstitious, cruel and untrustworthy. 
To arm and drill them for quasi-military service would 
be an extremely risky undertaking which might seriously 
imperil American interests and greatly increase the 
difficulty of maintaining order in the islands. The 
Moros are not needed for constabulary duty. The Army 
is quite capable of dealing with the situation in Min- 
danao. To arm the.fanatical natives would be a stu- 
pendous folly inviting disaster.

Judge Advocate General Davis of the Army has de 
cided that there is no legal objection to the acceptance, 
by an enlisted man of the Army, of an office under the 
Federal Government, the duties of which are not in- 
compatible with his military duties. The question arose 
from the appointment of an ordnance sergeant stationed 
a: Fort Fremont, S.C., as postmaster at that 
place, and he requested a ruling on the legality 
oft the proceedings before assuming the office. This 
decision is important not only because it defines 
the rights of private soldiers as holders of Federal of- 
fices, but because it opens the way for the appointment 
of capable enlisted men to official positions at small 
Army posts where desirable civilian candidates are not 
always available.

It can be stated on adequate authority that Secretary 
Moody has not decided upon the successor of Capt. 
William S. Cowles as assistant Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation when that officer goes to sea in command of 
the battleship Missouri. Because the name of Comdr. 
William J. Barnette of the General Board has been 
under consideration along with those of other officers, 
the announcement was precipated that his appointment 
had been determined upon. Friends of Commander 
Barnette, while they feel that he would make a satis- 
factory assistant chief of Bureau, point out that his ser- 
vices will be needed at the Capitol this winter in con- 
nection with the legislation for the General Staff and 
for the Naval Militia in which he is so deeply interested. 


The joint board of Army and Navy officers met this 
week for the purpose, it is understood, of considering 
ways and means for the fortification of the Island of 
Culebra. It is thoroughly realized by military strategists 
that Culebra may at some time in the not very distant 
future be a most valuable place to have strongly forti 
fied. The board will also consider the question of land 
protection for the proposed Naval Station at Guanta- 
namo, Cuba, and joint maneuvers for the Army and 
Navy. Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, who is a member 
of this important Board, is now absent from Washington 
on a tour of inspection in the West. He is expected to 
return on Oct. 4.

At the meeting of the Board on Construction on 
Sept. 28 the question of the plans for the 13,000-ton bat- 
tieships Idaho and Mississippi, which have been referred 
back to the board for further consideration in the light 
of the opinions on the subject which Secretary Moody 
has received from prominent naval officers, were again 
taken up. Nine officers were asked for opinions on the 
subject. Six favored a speed of at least 18 knots and 
three were inclined to favor the original plans decided 
upon by the board which called for a speed of only 16.5 
knots. The discussion promises to be lively and long 
drawn out. 
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An argument has recently been filed in the Court of 
Claims on behalf of Col. Stephen C. Mills, U.S.A., who 
asks to have his pay account restated while serving in 
the Philippine Islands by calculating the ten per cent. 
increase under the acts of May 26, 1900, and March 2, 
1901, on his longevity pay as well as on his grade pay. 
The amount involved in this case is only $188.87, bat 
the case is of very great interest to the Army in general, 
as it affects to some slight degree the pay of every offi- 
cer having more than five years’ service who has served 
in the Philippines since May 26, 1900. Colonels, lieu- 
tenant colonels and majors, nearly all of whom have 
had over twenty years’ service, would receive in case 
of successful result in this suit an addition to their pay 
of $100 each a year. Captains of more than twenty 
years’ service would have an increase of $72.00 a year, 
and those between fifteen and twenty years’ of $54.00 a 
year. The argument edvanced by the attorneys for 
Colonel Mills, Messrs. George A. and William B. King, 
of Washington, D.C., rests largely upon the Tyler case, 
decided twenty years ago, and upon the Emery case, de- 
cided shortly after. They maintain that these cases 
show that the term “pay proper,” upon which ten per 
cent. inerease is granted, means anything which is 
properly pay as distinct from allowances; that the 
longevity pay forms a portion of the ofticers’ pay and is 
not an allowance, and ey a ten per cent, in- 
crease upon “pay proper” includes an increase upon the 
two branches of which pay proper is composed, viz., 
grade pay and longevity pay. In support of this they 
cite the decision of the Court of Claims, rendered in 
January last in the case of Commander Irwin of the 
Navy, where the same question arose in the Navy. It 
was there held, as contended for in the brief in the case 
of Colonel Mills. The question has not yet been passed 
upon by the Supreme Court of the United States and 
the Mills case has been filed so as to secure a clear and 
plain presentation of this question in the Army unem- 
barrassed by the complications arising in all of the 
naval cases. It is understood that a large number of 
the officers of the Army interested in this matter have 
united in the prosecution of the Mills case as a test 
case.

The 2ist Infantry, July 15, 1903, adopted a crest, 
coat of arms and motto, submitted by a board of officers 
consisting of Major Hunter Liggett, Capt. Heman Hall 
and Capt. C. E. Hampton. In designing a symbol, which 
should be distinctive of the regiment, two requirements 
which it must fulfill were kept in view. First: That 
it should in some way represent the number and name 
of the regiment. Second: That it should show on its 
face the history of the regiment. A full coat of arms 
was therefore adopted, which may be described as fol- 
lows: Arms.—A shield, quarterly; first and fourth 
quarters blue and the second and third red. Charges.— 
First quarter, a saltire, gold; second quarter, four ar- 
rows; third quarter, a crenellated turret ; fourth quarter, 
a half sun, with rays triangular. In center, surrounded, 
crossed rifles, “21” above and “U.S.” below. These 
charges represent the four wars in which the regiment 
has participated—counting all the Indian campaigns as 
one war. In the first quarter the saltire, while it may 
be considered the Greek cross used upon the Confede1- 
ate flag, in heraldry is commonly interpreted to mean, 
“What the bearer held let him hold.” It is therefore 
taken as the symbol of the Civil War. In the second 
quarter the four arrows represent the four Indian cam- 
paigns in which the regiment took part; i.e., the Apache, 
Modoc, Nez Percé and Piute. In the third quarter the 
turret or Tower of Castile represents the War with 
Spain. In the fourth quarter the sun, its rays forming 
a triangle, represents the Philippine Insurrection. The 
central charge is the name and number of the regiment. 
Crest.—A twenty-one pointed star, gold, with extrem!- 
ties of rays indented. Motto.—‘‘Ready.”

With reference to the recent arrival at New York 
of the transport Kilpatrick bearing the remains of a 
large number of officers and soldiers who died of wounds 
or disease in the Philippines, a correspondent writes to 
suggest that “this great, hustling city might have paused 
in the race for wealth long enough to pay homage to 
the memory of the returning dead.” ‘The point is well 
taken. The imperial city of New York could in no way more 
highly honor itself than by doing honor to the valor and 
sacrifice of the men who in defense of the flag gave 
up their lives in a distant land. Our correspondent is 
in error, however, in assuming that the National Govern- 
ment has been in any way neglectful of its duty in this 
respect. Wherever it has been possible the remains of 
soldiers brought back from the Philippines have been 
interred with full military honors. In no instance has 
there been any absence of formal ceremonies except at 
the request of the relatives of the dead. With melan- 
-choly pride a grateful nation has given honored sepul- 
chre to the dust of her fallen heroes in the soil of the 
‘land they loved, and the memory of their achievements 








is a priceless heritage to their countrymen. We declare 
without hesitation that no government has ever been 
so watchful as to the return and proper burial of those 
of its soldiers who died in service beyond seas as ours 
has been with regard to those who have died in the 
Philivpines. 








Junius L. Powell, Major, Medical Department, U.S.A., 
has contributed to the September number of “The United 
Service” an article entitled “Reflections and Reminis- 
cences of Two Wars.” Major Powell, who was formerly 


chief surgeon to General Lawton, accompanies his ar- 
ticle with an exce!lent portrait of the General, of whom 
he says: “A vague story was, for a time, in circulation 
to the effect that the shot that killed General Lawton 
was fired by a deserter from our own ranks, but there 
has never been anything to confirm the report. It is 
generally held that he was killed by a Filipino sharp- 
shooter, who sheltered himself in the belfry of a convent 
just across the river from the American line. The bul- 
let that passed through the upper part of the chest and 
pierced the arch of the aorta was evidently a Mauser.” 
The article is an interesting and valuable one, giving 
the results of much experience, for Dr. Powell studied 
bullets in their effect upon his own person before he 
tock up the scalpel and became acquainted with the 
nature of pills. He served with the Confederates during 
the Civil War and was twice wounded in battle, once 
at Missionary Ridge and again at Deep Bottom, or 
Strawberry Plains, as it also is called.

Capt. Hugh D. Wise, 9th U.S. Inf., has sent a com- 
munication to the members of the class of 1894, U.S.

The regiment will contribute this 
trophy for this purpose, but I have claimed for the 
class of ’94 the privilege of furnishing the pedestal and 
mounting.

Rear Admiral Endicott, Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, has received a letter from the mayor of 
Charleston saying that he will be in Washington Oct.

For some time past there has 
been trouble about the water supply and Kear Admiral 
Endicott was at last compelled to advise the city of 
Charleston that the agreements between the city au- 
thorities and the Navy Department must be fulfilled en- 
tirely if the work at the yard was to be continued with 
any degree of regularity. In the spring the contractors 
for some of the work at the Charleston yard complained 
to the Navy Department that they were not getting the 
water supply promised them and would be compelled to 
hold the Department responsible for any additional ex- 
pense incurred by them on this account. A temporary 
solution of this trouble was found, but at the conference 
between Rear Admiral Endicott and the mayor it is 
intended that the matter shall be permanently adjusted. 








Recently Prof. Russel H. Chittenden, of Yale Univer- 
sity, wrote to the Secretary of War requesting that a 
detachment of Hospital Corps men be placed at his dis- 
posal for six months’ time in order that he might try 
with them his theory that the average man eats too 
much. He stated in his letter that it was his purpose 
to feed the men at first on as much as they cared to 
eat, gradually reducing the amount until it reached the 
minimum found to be necessary for health and strength. 
Great care will be taken to see that the men masticate 
their food properly and that they take proper exercise. 
The Medical Department of the Army approved of the 
plan and volunteers were called for from the detachment 
of Hospital Corps men stationed at Washington Bar- 
racks. Twenty volunteered, and will go to Yale Uni- 
versity under the command of Lieutenant and Assistant 
Surg. Wallace De Witt, of the Army.

The Navy Department has changed its system of send- 
ing out to the officers and men of the Navy who were 
with the North Atlantic Squadron during the West In- 
dian campaign of 1898, the medals awarded them by 
act of Congress. In the beginning, as has been pub- 
lished, the Department sent the medals out according 
to ships, the arrangements of the ships having been de- 
termined by the drawing of lots. It was recently found, 
however, that this method was entirely too slow, and, 
in order to expedite the mailing of the medals, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy ordered that the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion send out in accordance with an alphabetical ar- 
rangement of names as soon and as rapidly as ible 
the medals to the men entitled to them. It is believed 
in the Bureau of Navigation that all of the men who 
have not yet received their medals will get them within 
a few weeks.

There are to-day in the Navy Pay Corps forty-nine 
vacancies, Of this number six, under the Navy De- 
partment’s interpretation of the law, are available at the 
present time. It is understood that Pay Director R. P. 
Lisle, now on duty at the Naval Pay Office, Philadelphia, 
expects to apply for retirement under the fo years 
clause, and this retirement, which will probably occur 
within the next month, will make an even fifty vacancies, 
of which seven are now available. Thirteen candidates 
have been designated for examination for assistant pay- 
masters, of whom nine or ten will come before the board, 
which met in Washington Sept. 30 and will probably 
continue in session for some days. ‘The total authorized 
active list of the Pay Corps of the Navy is 200. Under 
the Navy Department’s interpretation of the law there 
will be twenty additional vacancies on Jan. 1, 1904, and 
of course whatever vacancies may be caused by casualties. 
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No decisions has yet been reached as to the exact de- 
sign of the new mess jacket for the enlisted men of the 
Navy. A sample jacket, recently submitted to the Navy 
Department, which has found favor both there and with 
the men, is of Navy blue cloth slightly shorter than an 
Eton _jacket and longer than a rounded sack coat. It 
has six brass buttons on each side of the front of the 
jacket and three brass buttons on the sleeve. The collar 
is cut away in the back. Sample jackets for the com- 
manding officers of squadrons have been ordered by the 
Bureau of Navigation and will be submitted by the bu- 
reau to all squadron commanders for report and recom- 
mendations.

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Officers of the Infantry may, if they desire, wear on 
the collars of their uniforms crossed rifles of more 
modern design than those now used. Recently the repre- 
sentative of a prominent firm of jewellers in Philadel- 
phia was at the War Dagarunent and submitted to the 
Quartermaster General of the Army a new design for 
the Infantry collar insignia, which is considered more 
modern and fitting than the old style rifles crossed. This 
design consists of crossed bolt rifles and presents a more 
symetrical appearance than the insignia now in use. The 
War Department authorities have decided that there is 
nothing to prevent Infantry officers from using the in- 
signia suggested. 
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The U.S. transport Solace arrived at San Francisco 
on Sept. 23, having made an exceptionally speedy trip 
from Manila, the time being but thirty days, including 
a stop at Guam and at Honolulu.

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MANILA TO NEW YORK, BY TRANS-SIBERIAN 
ROUTE. 


Having recently made this journey and been at con- 
siderable trouble to collect the necessary data as to time, 
cost, etc., the writer offers the following, hoping that it 
may be of assistance to others who may be contemplat- 
ing this in preference to the trip across the Pacific. 

Leaving Manila at 10 a. m., we took the Manila-Hong 
Kong 8.8. Co’s. steamer Rubi (fare $16.60 gold), arriv- 
ing at Hong Kong about 4 p. m. the second day (54 
hours). This steamer is first class in every respect. 

No one visiting Hong Kong should miss the interesting 
side trip to Canton, about 90 miles up the river to the 
west, steamers for which leave both night and morning. 
Fare, including state-room each way, about $3.33 gold; 
meals extra and about 75 cents each. A good plan is to 
take a night steamer, leaving Hong Kong about 5 p. m. 


and arriving at Canton at 6 a. m. the next morning. A 
guide is necessary and readily secured, who, for about 
eight pesos, will supply the necessary coolie bearers, pay 
entrance fees to various places of interest and furnish 
his’ own services. A lunch (50 cents) should be taken 
from the boat. There is a hotel at the European Con- 
cession in Canton, but the route of the sight-seer cannot 
be conveniently planned to stop there for lunch. Re- 
turning to the boat, leave Canton about 5 p. m., arriving 
at Hong Kong early the next morning. 

The trip to Macao, a Portuguese Concession, while 
less interesting by far than that to Canton, can be made 
by such as desire to do so in a day by boat. Fare for 
the round trip $2.20 gold. The boat arrives at 11.30 
a. m. and leaves again about 2 p. m., but this is suffi- 
cient for a party to visit the principal points of inter- 
est. 

From Hong Kong to Shanghai and Japan there are 
a number of first class steamer lines. The fare in most 
of these is, to Shanghai, $60 Mex.; Nagasaki, $90 Mex. ; 
Kobe, $120 Mex.; Yokohama, $140 Mex., with a reduc- 
tion on some of the:lines of 15 per cent to members of 
the Government services and their families. The time 
from Yokohama to Shanghai is about three and a half 
days. The writer recommends the Northern Pacific 
Line, which sells tickets from Hong Kong to Yokohama 
for $70 Mex., Shanghai for $45 Mex., Kobe $60 Mex., 
and with a reduction of 25 per cent for Army officers and 
members of their families, making the fare to Yokohama 
barely less than $24 gold; accommodations first class, 
and officers of the line are exceptionally obliging. ‘The 
time by this line to Yokohama is two days slower than 
by the fast mail steamers. 

Shanghai is really worthy of more than a day's visit. 
The foreign concession is a large one with an immense 
native city at the back of it. At the Consulate in the 
U.S. Concession is a United States post-office, where 
mails are forwarded under United States stamps. 

The trip to Shimonoseki Straits, Japan, was made in 
‘two days. ‘Travel in Japan is inexpensive, as one can 
go by rail first class from Tokyo to Nagasaki (about 
840 miles) for less than $12 gold. 

Foreign visitors are advised to call on the manager of 
the Welcome Society, Tokyo, or at one of the branches 
elsewhere, and by paying a nominal fee of five yen 
($2.50) receive the ticket of membership, which entitles 
an Army officer to a reduction of 20 per cent. in price 
of tickets on all the principal railroad lines in Japan, as 
well as granting permission to visit some of the Em- 
peror’s palaces and other points of interest not accessi- 
ble to the general public. This society also engages to 
supply guides at two and one-half to three yen per day, 
which is a good investment when one’s time is limited. 
Room and board can be had at first class hotels in the 
principal cities from five to six yen per day. A 
smattering of Japanese is easily learned from one of the 
various conversational books printed, while sufficient 
English is spoken by hotel employees to enable one tuo 
travel without difliculty. 

From Nagasaki one can go by steamer to either 
Viadivostock, the extreme eastern terminus of tue Trans 
Siberian route, or to Dalny, the commercial end, for forty 
roubles ($21.20 gold). 

The Chinese Eastern Railroad and Steamship Com- 
pany run weekly first class, 16-knot steamers from both 
Shanghai and Nagasaki to connect with the Trans-Si- 
berian train-de-luxe, leaving Dalny at 11 a. m. Tuesdays. 
The accommodation and fares are excellent on these 
steamers. “There is also a first class train leaving Dalny 
on Saturdays, but steamers do not arrive to connect wilh 
this ‘train. 

We left Nagasaki at noon on Sunday, arriving at Dal- 
ny at 6 a. m. Tuesday. ‘The trip from Shanghai north 
is made in about the same time. From the moment one 
boards one of the steamers money transactions are in 
roubles and kopecks ; hence money should be changed be- 
forehand. It is understood that the usual rate of ex- 
change is 53 cents gold to the rouble, 100 kopecks—1 
rouble. 

There is a fair hotel in Dalny, but the number of the 
rooms is so limited that none could be secured. It did 
not matter much, however, as we were to leave the same 
evening. The office of the United States Consular agent 
in Dalny is in the hotel. 

Tickets could not be purchased before S p. m., and 
only as far as Manchuria, the western terminus of the 
Chinese Eastern Railroad. The price of tickets first 
class, including berth in sleeper, 67.50 roubles. This is 
in the Russian Government train. At Manchuria tickets 
were purchased for St. Petersburg for 169.70 roubles, 
making 277.60 for the entire journey. There is no ap- 
preciable difference in the accommodations furnished the 
first and second class passengers. The chief difference 
seemed to be in the color of car and shade of the uphol- 
stering. In fact. a number of our passengers, in pur- 
chasing tickets at Manchuria for the remainder of the 
journey to Moscow, changed from first to second class, 
although the difference in rate over that part of the line 
was not so great. Both first and second class passengers 
ate at the same long table in the dining car, where meals 
were to be had at about the following rates: Break- 
fast, consisting of coffee, bread and butter and omelette. 
about 70 kopecks: tiffin, soup, two meats, dessert and 
coffee, one rouble: dinner, same as tiffin, one rouble. Our 
being in a first class compartment did not prevent their 
putting four in a compartment, there being three in the 
ear, and three double ones, which can be made into six 
compartments for two persons each by simply closing 
partition doors. There is a small lavatory at each end 
of the car, but no towels or soap—nothing but water. 
Compartments are all well lighted by electricity, and 


having a drop-light in each, as well as one overhead. 

The train consists of one first class, two second class 
cars, a dining car and baggage van. The roadbed is 
good, but the speed is but seventeen to nineteen miles an 
hour, and the stops, particularly in Manchuria, are very 
long. The aggregate time of stops between Dalny and 
St. Petersburg, I was told, is about twenty-five hours. 
Put the road in charge of Americans and the trip would 
be made in six days. 

Baggage: All baggage going in the baggage van is 
registered or checked, the passenger being given dupli- 
cate number, and all excess over one pud. (36 lbs.) is 
paid for at the rate of two and two-thirds roubles for, 
every nine pounds between Dalny and Moscow. No 
railroad in Russia carries more than 36 pounds of bag- 
gage free on a first class ticket. No limit seemed to 
be made on hand baggage, however, and there is ample 
provision in the racks for two or three good sized pieces 
per passenger. 

Language: One steward on the steamer Mongolia, 
coming up from Nagasaki, was found who spoke English ; 
none on the train from Dalny to Lake Baikal. One of 
the stewards on the wagon-lits dining car west of Ir- 
kutsk spoke good English. Russians seemed to be more 
familiar with French than English. The writer found, 
at Kelly & Walsh’s book store in Hong Kong a little 
English-Russian conversational pamphlet, entitled “Rus- 
sian Self Taught.” This proved a valuable help, and 
with such one can get along fairly well. 

The writer stopped off two days at Irkutsk and took 
the next express train West. There are three express 
trains per week each way between Irkutsk and Moscow. 
Irkutsk is the second city in size in Siberia and worthy 
a visit—best hotel the Metropole. At Irkutsk we took 
the sleeper of the Compagnie Internationale des Wagon- 
Lits—a marked improvement on the Russian sleeper. 
These cars, like the Russian cars, are divided into com- 
partments of two berths each, with a narrow corridor 
on the side of the car. The compartments will berth 
two persons each. These cars are a decided improve- 
ment on our Pullman sleepers. The Pullman has but 
one state room with toilet room, for which an extrava- 
gant charge is made; the wagon-lits sleeper is a succes- 
sion of state rooms, with a toilet room between each 
two, supplied with soap and towel and provided with an 
ingenious automatic locking arrangement, securing ab- 
solute privacy and enabling the passenger to step from 
his berth directly to the toilet room for his morning’s 
wash and thence return to the state room to complete his 
dressing without going through a public corridor for this 
purpose, as is the case with a Pullman. 

The state room is provided with a long seat or couch, 
on which the bed is made at night; a chair, small table, 
racks for hand baggage, and so lighted by an overhead 
electric light that the passenger can have an ordinary 
white light, a dim colored light, or none at all, at his 
option. Each pair of state rooms is connected by a fold- 
ing door, opening which throws the two into one. The 
charge is moderate, being 26 1-2 roubles for the trip 
of seven days and nights from Irkutsk to Moscow. From 
the latter to St. Petersburg (12 hours) the extra charge 
for berth on wagon-lits sleeper is 8.88 roubles. 

A letter box is carried on this train, so that letters 
can be mailed at any time. 

The bedding is clean and attendance good. The din- 
ing car is arranged like those in the United states and 
is in every way an improvement on the Russian dininy 
cars, with a very small advance in rates, or about 2.70 
roubles per day. This train is also supplied with a com 
fortable smoking and reading room, supplied with illus- 
trated papers, and a fine bath-room, where baths may 
be had at 1 1-2 roubles each. This road seems not rt» 
be quite as dusty as the average one in the United States, 
probably because wood and oil are largely used as fuel. 

The writer made the trip in July, probably in as good 
a month as the trip could be made, for the temperature 
was delightful, neither too warm, nor (except for the 
few hours crossing Lake Baikal by steamer) too cool. 
Siberia at this season, at least, has not the dreary as- 
pect as usualy accorded it, but is a beautiful green from 
one end of the line to the other. 

Probably by traveling second class the trip could be 
made from Nagasaki or Shanghai to New York for about 
$240. No account is taken in the above of time and ex- 
pense in waiting for a steamer—a variable item, depend: 
ing on circumstances. 

The Wagon-Lits Compagnie expect by October to have 
their carriages on trains from Dalny to Paris, and are 
also arranging to put their cars on the line from Vekin 
to where connection is made with the Trans-Siberian 
train. On the journey from Dalny to Irkutsk we had a 
fellow passenger, an American, who was endeavoring to 
make a record trip around the world. He expected when 
he left us to complete the circuit in fifty-three and one 
half days. 

If it be desired to go from Nagasaki to New York di 
rect the expense stated in gold will be about as follows

The War Emergency Rice Fund of the provinces of 
Batangas and Laguna, in the Island of Luzon, and of 
the Island of Mindoro, has been closed. During its 
operations vast quantities of rice were supplied at little 
more than cost to the inhabitants of Batangas, Lipa, 
Tanauan. Santo Tomas, Talisay. Taysan, Ibaan, San 
Juan de Boc-Boe and San Jose. in Batangas province ; 
in Mindoro, to Calapan, Pinamoloyan, and Pola; in La 
guna, Calamba, San Pablo and Alaminos. Out of its 
savings the fund is erecting a fine school building in the 
city of Ratangas. to cost $45,000: a manual training 
school for boys, in which will be taught painting, car- 


pentering, wheelwriting, and blacksmithing, to cost 
$5,000. This building is almost completed. A girl’s 
manual training school, in which will be taught sewing, 
cooking and washing, is to be erected, just opposite the 
boys’ manual training school at a cost of $5,000. Much 
of the credit for the beneficent work of the Rice Fund 
is due to Capt. Daniel H. Boughton, 3d U.S. Cav., who 
was placed in charge of the project when it was first 
instituted by Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A.

THE GREENES OF RHODE ISLAND. 


The late General George Sears Greene, who died in 
January, 1899, at the age of 98, spent over half a cen- 
tury of his life investigating and collecting data con- 
cerning his own and connected families. The mass of 
data left by General Greene was turned over by his sons 
to an expert genealogist, Mrs. Louise B. Clarke, of 
Brooklyn, and the result is a large volume of 700 pages 
that chronicles the names and descent, and often per- 
sonal history, of nearly 5,000 descendants of John 
Greene, surgeon, who emigrated from County Dorset, 


England, in 1635. John Greene’s ancestors had been 
men of education and note in England for four hundred 
years, and were descended from the Greenes who were 
Lords of Boketon in Northamptonshire, who numbered, 
among other notables, a Lord Chief Justice of England, 
and, in one of the lines of descent, that Katharine Parr 
who last filled the extra-hazardous pvusition of wife to 
Henry the Eighth, and survived the ordeal. 

John Greene found the narrow bigotry of the Puritan 
settlements of Massachusetts little to his liking and 
speedily gravitated to Rhode Island, where, with Roger 
Williams, Samuel Gorton and other independent spirits, 
he helped to found the colony of Rhode Island. Ever 
since that time his descendants have been men of note 
in that community. One of his great-great-grandsons 
was General Nathanael Greene of the Revolution. 
Colonel Christopher, cousin to General Nathanael, went 
through the awful campaign against Quebec, under 
Arnold, and was subsequently thanked by Congress and 
voted “an elegant sword” for his gallant defense of Fort 
Mercer. He was killed in a night attack upon his 
camp on Croton River, N.Y. 

General George Sears Greene was for many years the 
oldest living graduate of West Point, having graduated 
in 1823. When the War of the Rebellion broke out, 
leaving his profession of civil engineer, at the age of 
G1 he re-entered the military Service from which he 
had resigned twenty-five years before, and did gallant 
duty through the Civil War under General Banks, at 
Gettysburg, where General Greene’s small brigade, of 
less than 1,400 men, withstood for three hours the as- 
saults of Rodes’ Division of 8,000 men and prevented the 
turning of Meade’s right flank and the almost certain 
ruir. of his army, and at Chattanooga, where he was 
severely wounded in the face and jaw. He saw no 
mere field duty until January, “65, when he joined 
Sherman's Army, and with it participated in the closing 
scenes of the war. 

While the father was thus gallantly serving his 
eountry, two of his sons were doing their share. One, 
Samuel Dana Greene, Annapolis Class of °59, in com 
mand of the Monitor in the famous fight with the Mer- 
rimac in Hampton Roads after Worden was injure. 
was a valuable officer of the Navy until his untimely 
death in 1884. Early in the war the next younger son, 
Charles Thruston Greene, enlisted at the age of 20, 
was promoted, and at the battle of Ringgold, Ga.. 
while acting adjutant general of his brigade, had his 
lez carried away by a solid shot and gained a brevet 
of major for gallantry. He was afterwards appointed 
eaptain, 42d U.S. Infantry, and was retired in 1870. 
Major Greene is still alive to enjoy the military success 
of his younger brother, Francis Vinton Greene, West 
Point, Class of 1870, who, as first lieutenant of En- 
gineers, U.S.A., acquired distinction as military attaché 
at the Russian Army heedquarters in the Russo-Turkish 
War of 1877, and as a military’ author, and, after re- 
signing from the Army, as an organizer and leader in 
great business affairs. He has more recently filled a 
large page of military history as brigadier and major 
general, U.S.V., in the Philippines, and now is com- 
manding general of the army that constitutes the police 
force of New York city. 

A prominent member of this family, whom the older 
naval officers now living will remember, was Admiral 
Joseph Foster Greene, who entered the Navy as a mid- 
shipman in 1827 and served continuously until 1872 
when he retired, being a rear admiral at the time, and 
died in 1897 at the age of S6. 

Following General F. V. the next representative of 
the family to graduate at West Point was Lewis D. 
Greene, Class of ‘78, captain, U.S.A., who was identified 
for twenty years with the 7th U.S, Infantry, and who 
was retired in 1898 for disability incident to the Service. 

In 1883 Gen. George S. Greene’s grandson. Samuel 
Dana, jr.. graduated at Annapolis, resigning after four 
years’ service, and rejoined to serve through the Spanish 
War as lieutenant on the Yankee. 

Many other representatives of the family have served 
in the Army and Navy: Lieut. Christopher A. Greene 
graduated from West Point in 1836; Wm. Batchelder 
Greene was a lieutenant, U.S.A., in the Florida War, re- 
signing in 1841, and re-entering the Service in 1861 as 
colonel of the 14th Massachusetts Volunteers. He died 
in 1878. Comdr. Albert S. Greene, U.S.N., entered the 
Navy in 1859. was retired in 1892, and died in 1896, 
while his brother, David Maxson Greene, entered the 
Navy in ’61, was professor at Annapolis '63 to ’65, and 
resigned to resume his profession of civil engineering 
in 1870. Joseph S. Green entered the Navy in 1862, 
was retired for disability in 1867: Capt. Charles Harris 
Greene served through the Civil War in a Rhode Island 
regiment, was appointed to the Regulars, retired in 1896 
and died in 1902; Lieut. Albert R. Greene entered the 
Civil War in the 78th New York Volunteers, and was 
aide-de-camp to his uncle, Gen. George S. Greene: Lieut. 
Comdr. Henry Greene, U.S.N., and Capt. George Hazard 
Greene, U.S.V., both served in the Civil War, and Lieut. 
George de Boketon Greene, another grandson of Gen. 
George S., served as lieutenant in the Spanish War in 
the 2d New York Volunteers. Gen. Francis Fessenden. 
U.S.A., retired, is a descendant of this Greene family, 
and both Admiral John A. Winslow, U.S.N., of Kear- 
sarge fame, and Gen. A. McD. McCook married into it. 

In the female line of descent. the following well known 
names appear: Fitz Greene Halleck, poet: Wm. H. 
Prescott, historian; Moses Coit Tyler, historian: Sena- 
tor and Secretary of the Treasury William Pitt Fes- 
senden, of Maine: Governor and: Senator William R. 
an of Rhode Island: and Bishop Duane, of Al- 
pany. 
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Gen. William P. Carlin, U.S.A., retired, publishes in 


Winston’s Weekly, Spokane, Wash., for Aug. 29, a long 
and very interesting article entitled “Recollections of an 
Indian Campaign.” It is the campaign against the 
Cheyennes in 1857 by six troops, Ist Cavalry, and six 
companies of the 6th Infantry, under the command of 
Col. E. V. Sumner, U.S.A. General Carlin commanded 
one of the infantry companies and this was his first 
conmand. Colonel Sumner left Fort Leavenworth about 
June 1, 1857, and arrived about June 20 at Fort La- 
ramie, Where he was joined by the three companies of 
infantry. In August he was joined by Major John Sedg- 
wick with four troops of the Ist Cavalry, acting as an es- 
cort to Lieut. Col. J. E. Johnston, who was surveying 
the Kansas State line. Later on Colonel Sumner was 
ordered to march to Utah to reinforce the army of Col. 
Albert Sidney Johnston, then threatened by the Mormons 
in rebellion against the Government. En route he was 
met by Capt. Delos B. Sackett, U.S.A., and ordered to 
go to Kansas to protect the polls at an election to be 
held in October, 1857. General Carlin says: “Four 
years afterwards the great Civil War came on the coun- 
try. Every officer connected with the Indian campaign 
was called on to take a part in the Civil War. Sumner 
became a& major general in the beginning and died before 
the war was over, I believe; Sedgwick was killed in com- 
mand of an army corps in the Army of the Potomac. 
Stuart became the famous cavalry leader of the Confed- 
erate Army, and was killed in a fight with Sheridan at 
Yellow Tavern, Va. Stanley became a corps commander, 
George D. Bayard, a lieutenant of the Ist Cavalry, and 
came a brigadier general in the Confederate Cavalry, and 
was killed at Fredericksburg, Va., Capt. R. W. Foote, 
ith Infantry, was killed at Gaines’s Mill, Va., in Mc- 
Clellan’s first campaign. At least, he was reported 
killed, for his body was never identified. Ketcham became 
a brigadier general of Volunteers, and after the war was 
poisoned by a woman whom he had befriended. At least, 
that was believed by all who knew the history of the 
affair. Lieutenant Lomax became a general officer of the 
Confederate army, and was living a few years ago. Stan- 
ley is dead. I do not know that one of the officers that 
was connected with the expedition of 1857 is now living 
except the writer, and Brig. Gen. R. C. Drum, now re- 
tired, formerly Adjutant General U.S. Army. He lives 
on a farm near Washington, D.C., if he be living at all.”

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The Army Co-operative Fire Association during the 
pest two months has made a net gain of 100 members, 
although the recent retirements and the assignment of 
oflicers to points outside of the fire limits of the associa- 
tion has caused many withdrawals. The secretary of the 
Association writes from Fort Leavenworth that he would 
be pleased to furnish information to officers desiring to 
jein this Association, which has been in existence since 
ISST. The fact that its rate of insurance on a thousand 
aollars has exceeded a trifle only above two dollars and 
al' claims paid in full is evidence of its ability to meet 
every promise. The Executive Committee held a meet- 
ing last week and allowed a small claim for Major Wm. 
H. Arthur, Medical Department, who met with a fire 
loss at the Soldiers’ Home. It also adopted some amend- 
ments to the constitution which are to be submitted to 
the membership for a vote. One provides for the ad- 
mission of dental surgeons and veterinarians. The other 
provides that all property presumably under the pro- 
tection of United States troops is within the limits de- 
fined by the constitution. The third relates to a change 
in the present methods of collecting assessments. It is 
suggested to officers of regiments now under orders to 
the Philippines that they would do well to protect their 
property in the Army Fire Association, which is strictly 
au Army institution under the immediate control of 
Army officers. Major Daniel E. McCarthy, Q.M., U.S. 
A., is president, and Capt. L. C. Scherer, 4th Cav., sec- 
reiary. The executive council consists of Major Wother- 
spoon, 6th Inf., Capts.

In passing finally upon the merits of the two most avail- 
able routes for the isthmian canal, serious attention will 
undoubtedly be given to the report to be prepared by Ma- 
jor William Murray Black, Eng. Corps, U.S.A. who was 
sent to the isthmus several months ago to investigate par- 
ticularly with regard to the drainage and other sanitary 
problems that would have to be dealt with in building a 
canal on the Panama route. Major Black is an engi- 
neer of the highest qualifications, whose work both as 
writer and constructor has received the hearty approval 
of scientists on both sides of the Atlantic, and he was 

signed to his present mission on the isthmus solely be- 
cause of his eminent fitness for the task. As yet, how- 
ever, he has made no report to the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, to which he is attached, and it is announced 
at the War Department that nothing has been heard of 
him in many weeks. In view of his silence some apprehen- 
sion will be excited by a statement in the Havana Post 
of Sept. 23 to the effect that it has received reports say- 
ing that Major Black is lying at the point of death on 
the isthmus from an attack of yellow fever. The Post 
adds: “Major Black was one of the most prominent 
American officers attached to the government of inter- 
vention and, in point of popularity, probably ranked sec- 
ond only to General Wood, and in all classes many ex- 
pressions of sympathy and concern were heard yesterday 
when the report of his precarious condition was made 
public. General Black was for several years chief en- 
cineer of the island, and to him belongs the credit for 
imany of the improvements made during that time.”

The Regimental Standard, published at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo., advocates a return to the old system of re- 
tained pay to the extent of witholding at least 
me dollar a month. “The soldier never misses the 
dollar and what a difference it makes at the end of a 
man’s enlistment. It is almost impossible with three 
ear enlistments to have large final statements, and the 
retention of one dollar per month would be a good thing 
or every soldier. In the old days-of five year enlist- 
nents the savings on clothing were larger, and trans- 
portation was much more and the soldier at the end of 


five years could hardly belp having $200 or $300 on his 
finals. Seventy-two dollars of this was retained pay, ! 











in your first enlistment, and you never noticed its reten- 
tion at the time. The retention of one dollar per month 
in three years would only amount to thirty-six dollars, 
of course, but what a help that would be on the final 
statements. It is all very well to say the soldier can 
put that much away himself each month if he wants to 
save it, but he doesn’t, and if it is just retained, he has 
it, and has no chance to get at it until honorably dis- 
charged.” 

Franklin Field, which the University of Pennsylvania 
has so courteously loaned for a number of years to the 
Military and Naval Academies for the annual football 
games, has been extensively improved and will, it is be- 
lieved, when all the improvements are completed, be the 
finest college athletic grounds in the country, an ex- 
pense of $500,000 having been incurred in the gymna- 
sium and other structures. The stands, which are not 
all completed, will be of a permanent character. A solid 
brick wall surrounds the entire plot, and this forms the 
back of the open stands to the north, east, and south, 
while at the western end is located the new gymnasium, 
now in course of construction. Stone and brick founda- 
tions and walls, iron girders with board flooring on top 
of watertight roofing material, make the stands of such 
a permanent character that the space underneath con- 
stitutes a vast building. There are thirty rows of seats, 
and the seating capacity will be 25,000. Under the south 
stand an indoor running track, six laps to the mile, has 
been constructed. An iron fence separates the prome- 
nade in front of the stands from the running track, 
while the gridiron is inside the track. . 








The President has declined to approve the application 
of Col. George C. Reid, Adjutant and Inspector of the 
Marine Corps, to be promoted to the grade of brigadier 
general and immediately retired. This was one of the 
first matters taken up by the President upon his re- 
turn. Secretary Moody made no recommendation in 
the case, as he was unwilling to stand in the way of the 
advancement of an officer with the good record of 
Colonel Reid. The Secretary, however, has all along 
looked with disfavor on the practice of manipulating 
the law so as to retire Army officers with advanced 
grade. Indeed, he is not an advocate of the law in the 
Navy which permits such retirement. He therefore 
forwarded the application of Colonel Reid to the Presi- 
dent without comment. In refusing to approve it the Presi- 
dent has thereby announced his unwillingness to give 
to the Marine Corps the same privilege allowed to 
officers of the Army and Navy. The brief announcement 
at the White House to this effect was made this week 
without any explanation or comment,

Some excellent recommendations for the improvement 
of the Pensacola Navy Yard will be found in the ex- 
tracts from the annual report of the commandant of the 
yard, Capt. F. W. Dickins, U.S.N., which we give else- 
where in this number. There is a lack of water, an 
entire absence of sewerage, and the quarters are in- 
sufficient. All of these are needed to promote the com- 
fert and health of officers on duty at Pensacola. A 
concrete and granite drydock is also needed at Pensacola. 
The importance of this yard has increased with time, 
and its proximity to Panama greatly increases this im- 
portance, in view of the prospects of the Isthmus canal. 
A systematic plan of improvement should be adopted 
and it should include a new hospital. There is an old 
Government hospital near the yard, but the buildings 
are antiquated, insufficient and unsanitary. The grounds 
of the hospital are ample and finely located on a bluff 
with a fine view over the harbor, and with proper im- 
provement a fine hospital can be attained here.

ARMY MANEUVERS IN KENTUCKY. 

In G.O. No, 1, “Maneuver Division, Camp Young, 
West Point, Hardin Co., Ky., Sept. 26, 1903.” Major 
General J. C. Bates, U.S.A., assumed command and an- 
nounced the following staff:

No officer or enlisted man wil 
be excused from attending any exercise, except in the 
performance of necessary camp duties. Passes will not 
be granted to enlisted men to be absent between taps 
and reveille. G.O. No. 3 is as follows: 

The following list of calls will be observed, commenc. 
ing at reveille Sept. 26, 1903. All calls except in the 
camps of mounted troops will be sounded first by the 
trumpeter of the guard at Division Headquarters, and 
upon completion of the last note, will be repeated in the 
various camps concerned. In the camps of the Cavalry 
and Field Artillery, calls will be sounded under special 
directions from the commanding officers thereof, at the 
hours prescribed in this order: : 

Reveille: First call, 5:45 a.m.; reveille, 5:55 a@.m.; as- 
sembly, 6:00 a.m. 

Fatigue call: Police, 6:00 a.m.; mess, 6:20 a.m.; stables 
6:50 a.m.; assembly, 7:00 a.m.; sick, 7:0 a.m.; water, 7:46 
a.m. Drill—Oct. 3, 6, 8, and other occasions when es- 
pecially ordered. Drill call, 8:20 a.m., 1:00 p.m.; assembly, 
8:30 a.m., 1:10 p.m. 

Length of drills—dismounted troops: 
one and one-half hours; brigade, two hours; division as 
ordered. Cavalry and Field Artillery, one and one-half 
hours or longer, within the discretion of the command- 
ing officers. 

Mess, 12:00 m.; water and stable calls, 3:35 p.m.; as- 
sembly, 3:40 p.m.; Ist sergeants’ ca.l, 4:50 p.m.; police— 
fatigue call, 4:55 p.m.; assembly, 5:00 p.m.; guard mount- 
ing—first call, 5:10 p.m.; assembly, 5:20 p.m, 

When parades are held in any command, guard mount- 
ing will immediately follow. Parades—When specially 
ordered: First call, 5:15 p.m.; assembly, 5:30 p.m. 

Retreat—First call, 5:45 p.m.; assembly, 5:55 p.m.; mess, 
6:15 p.m.; tattoo, 9:00 p.m.; call to quarters, 9:45; taps, 


10:00 p.m. 
Formations at reveille and retreat will be under arms. 


Companies will be inspected at retreat. A commissioned 
officer will be present in each company at roll calls. 
A commissioned officer in each troop and battery will 
attend water calls. Boots and saddles will be added in 
the above calls in camps of mounted troops as pre- 
scribed in Drill Regulations. 

Circular No. 1, Sept. 26, prescribes the rules govern- 
ing the maneuvers; Circular No. 2 gives instructions for 
framing detachment orders. Both of these are very 
long and cannot well be condensed. Circular No, 3 
gives instruction for camp sanitation; Circular No. 4 
directs that kitchen vessels be kept filled with water 
for use in case of accident to the pipe line and reports 
of transportation be made daily. 

On Friday, Sept. 25, the Regular troops left their 
stations and Saturday they went into camp, exciting the 
admiration of local observers by the celerity and pre- 
cision of their movements. On Sunday there was divine 
service in the morning and band concerts in the evening. 

The religious exercises on Sunday were conducted by ~ 
Chaplain O. J. Nave, of the 3d Infantry. Louisville 
people and those of the vicinity visited the camp in 
droves and much bandinage was exchanged between the 
soldiers and the Bluegrass maidens. The band of the 
7th Cavalry gave a concert in the afternoon and there 
was a brigade concert by the bands of the Ist and 3d 
Regiments in front of the officers’ quarters. 

The first real work of the troops began Monday, Sept. 
28. It centered on the solution of the various problems 
which confronted the advance and rear guards of an 
army in the neighborhood of an enemy in time of war. 
The different phases of the problem, such as the protec- 
tion, by the advance guard of its own flank in a country 
offering good cover to an attacking force; the protec- 
tion from a rush in the open by mounted infantry or 
cavalry, and the fundamental requirement of discovery 
of the enemy within a time sufficient to allow the main 
body to be deployed in line of battle, were all allowed 
to develop in natural fashion, without premeditation. 
after the opposing forces had been set in motion. 

The same relative problems were set before the rear 
guards of the Blue and Brown armies. ‘lhe main bodies 
did not clash. Their part in the problem was limited 
to forming line of battle and fixing the positions, so 
that the time consumed and the disposition of the troops 
could be passed upon by the umpire in judging the work 
of the advance and rear guards in protecting them from 
surprise. While this was being done, the advance gu 
were enjoying some lively skirmishing. The points 
chiefly noted by the umpires in this were skill in taking 
cover, surprise, superior weight of fire, accompanied by 
the least exposure of the body, taking the initiative, 
proper reserve of magazine fire, etc. The maneuvers of 
this day were skillfully conducted. 

Colonel Wagner and his aid de camp, Lieut. C. Sidne 
Haight, rede with the first division of infantry, whic 
left camp by way of the Fort Hill road. They spent 
a hard day in following the movements and observing the 
conduct of the soldiers, and were among the ‘last to 
reach camp after the war game was called off for the 
day. 

The second division of the Infantry drilled through 
the dust, followed by the Artillery, and led by Major 
Williams. General Bates rode at the head of the col- 
umn and covered about twenty miles on horseback du 
the day. At his side rode Lieut. Col. N. N. Raspapoff, 
military attaché of the Russian embassy at Washing- 
ton, and Lieut, Col. H. J. Foster, millitary attaché of 
the English embassy. The dust is six inches thick over 
everything and the soil as hard as flint, making the 
throwing up of earth works a laborious task. 

The commanders of the two divisions were kept in 
continuous communication by means of field telephones 
connected over barbed wire fences. As soon as the 
two columns started the signal service men joined the 
advance guard.of each, stringing wires on lance poles 
and whatever possible, saving time by connecting with 
the wire fences, which served to convey the current. 

Capt. William Mitchell, U.S.A.,. and eight of his men, 
who composed the signal service detail, while repairing 
the telegraph line, were captured soon after noon by 
Captain Evans, of the 8th Cavalry, and a squad of his 
men. Captain Mitchell’s horse fell on him, and he was 
carried to the hospital and received medical attention.

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He then went to his tent, where he will be confined for 
two or three days. 

The preparation of an outpost, a proceeding not in- 
voiving contact between opposing forces, composed the 
second day’s work by the Regular troops. The work is the 
connecting link between the previous skirmishing of the 
Blue and Brown advance and rear guards and the attack 
and defence of the outpost, which followed Wednesday. 
The three movements form the whole problem 
given to the Regulars alone. On Thursday the State 
troops began to arrive and the Regulars were merged 
with them. The troops were posted in an advantage- 
ous position in hilly courtry, offering good cover and 
difficult to flank, while at the same time commanding 
two roads and a stretch of open valley. 

Wednesday the Blue army, having been driven in on 
its base at Louisville by the Brown army from Nash- 
ville, had secured reinforcements, and in turn assumed 
the offensive, while the Brown was retiring. The com- 
mander of the Brown rear guard was acting under 
orders to harass the Blue advance guard, take prisoners 
anid, if the time seemed ripe, to strike a hard blow, at 
the same time avoiding an engagement, which might com- 
promise the Brown main body. After a series of highly 
interesting maneuvers the advantage of the day seemed 
in favor of the Browns, although this will have to be de- 
termined by the umpires. 

In a note to the umpires concerning the maneuvers of 
udvance and rear guard, Sept. 28, General Bates said: 
“The orders for the whole force, imaginary as well as 
real, are given in more detail in this problem than they 
will be in succeeding ones; the object being to give a 
general idea of the assumed conditions and the manner 
in which the orders would probably be communicated 
from corps to division headquarters. It is assumed that 
the Brown begins to move out from the Vine Grove in 
retreat at daybreak. ‘The object of the Brown rear 
guard being to enable the main body to gain a day’s 
march on the enemy, it should make such resistance as 
to render it impracticable for the Blue to reach Vine 
(irove before midnight, and then in a fatigued condition. 
If the advance of the Blue be delayed and harrassed to 
this extent, the object of the rear guard will have been 
fulfilled, even though tke Brown Cavalry may have 
heen badly punished. The Blue command actually leaves 
camp at 9 a. m., but it is assumed that it leaves three 
hours earlier. The Brown force actually leaves camp 
at 6 a. m., and marches to Stithton, to which point it is 
supposed to have advanced from Vine Grove. It actually 
begins its movement from Stithton to oppose the Blue 
at 11 a. m., but the movement is supposed to be three 
hours earlier, namely at 8 a. m. These supposed hours 
will be taken into consideration in estimating the time 
at which the Blue can probably reach Vine Grove or the 
‘ine of the Brandenburg and Elizabethtown road. The 
umpires will also bear in mind the length of time neces- 
sary for the supposed main body to advance and re-en- 
force the advance guard in each case.” 

Lieutenant Haight, aide to Colonel Wagner, announced 
the following lecturers: Major Albert D. Niskern, Com- 
missary; Capt. Paul F. Straub, Assistant Surgeon; Capt.

Baker, of the Quartermaster’s Department; also the 
following accredited officers who will be present through- 
out. the maneuvers: Illinois, Col. Walter Fieldhouse, 
LG.; New York, Col. Edwin E. Britton, Act. A.A.G.; 
Wisconsin, Gen. C. R. Broadman, A.G.; West Virginia, 
Col. E. R. Morrison; Vermont, Harry I. Estey.

“Camp Young is one of the most conveniently arranged 
that was ever established. Wells of water supply the 
soldiers at convenient distances, and the river is all 
the horses wish. The provision which has been made 
for feeding the officers and attachés of the camp is 
thoroughly satisfactory, and such good camp fare is 
rarely secured, The dining rooms are in easy distance 
from the officers’ headquarters, and the tents of the 
soldiers and officers are admirably fitted out.” 

The total of Regular force is 200 officers and 2,521 
men. The soldiers are located in camp from the bound- 
aries of West Point, Ky., to a place about one mile west 
of Howard Station. The Cavalry are nearest West 
Point, and are on the bank of the Ohio River, in a level 
hollow, which is admirably adapted for the camp. An 
abundant supply of provender for the horses can be 
brought quickly from either West Ponit or Howard. 
The Infantry is encamped from the Western boundary 
of the Cavalry camp westward towards the headquarters 
of the officers, extending past Howard and up to the 
tents of the staff and commanders. The attachés of the 
militia from the various States are west of the officers’ 
headquarters and the press quarters, and the militia will 
be still west of the attachés camp, and about as far west 
of Howard as the Cavalry are east. 

General Bliss is, according to the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, favorably impressed with the maneuver site, 
and says it would make one of the best maneuver grounds 
in the country. He predicts that it will be recommended 

. unequivocally for a permanent army post. He is es- 
pecially impressed with the topography of the survey 
and its adaptability for every military problem for the 
training of the Army. He thinks it surpasses Ft. Riley 
in this respect, and agrees that it is the equal of that 
reserve in all other features. 

The 3d Infantry is gaining the sobriquet of “The 
Whistling Regiment,” on account of the high spirits of 
its men. As soon as the duties of the field were over 
and the march home began, the members of the regi- 
ment began “Marching Through Georgia.” and kept it 
up through miles of the dusty way to camp. 

Company A, Kentucky National Guard, in command 
of Capt. Fred Gordon, arrived from Frankfort Monday 
as an advance guard, to prepare the way for the main 
body of Kentucky troops, and at once set to work laying 
off and marking the various camp sites for the State 
troops. 

Sergt. George D. Woodruff. of Company A, was for 
three years a member of the 6th U.S. Infantry, and his 
training of the men has been effective in bringing them 
up to an excellent standard. 

Lieut. Alvin K. Baskette. of Company L, 3d Inf., was 
unfortunate enough to have his wrist broken by falling 
into a deep ditch, which drains the field in which the 
Ist and 3d Infantry are encamped. The fracture is a 
simple one, though painful. Capt. John F. Morrison, 
20th Inf., is suffering from an infected foot. 

Vigorous measures have been taken by the citizens of 
West Point to stop the sale of liquor, to which is as- 
cribed the difficulty which occurred Saturday afternoon, 
in which the soldiers came in contact with the civil au- 
thorities and damaged the jail slightly in rescuing one of 
their comrades from the clutches of the law.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Comdr. Edward M. Hughes, U.S.N., died at the Na- 
val Hospital, at Yokohama, Japan, Sept. 27, to which 
he was recently .invalided from the command of the U. 
s.S. Annapolis. Commander Hughes was appointed to 
the U.S. Naval Academy in July, 1866, and graduated 
in 1870, and has served in various parts of the world. 
He was best known because of his services as executive 
officer of the U.S.S. Petrel in the battle of Manila Bay 


in 1898. He was given additional numbers for his con- 
duct in putting the final touch of destruction to Mon- 
tojo’s fleet. After the action was over, in obedience 
to instructions, boats’ crews from the Petrel burned the 
following Spanish ships, lying in Cavite harbor: The 
protected cruisers Don Juan de Austria, 1,160 tons; 
Isla de Luzon, 1,051 tons; Isla de Cuba, 1.050 tons; 
the gunboats General Lezo, 520 tons; Marques del Di- 
dero, 300 tons; El Correo and one (not engined), name 
unknown. He was promoted commander March 3, 1901. 
Comdr. E. P. Wood, commanding the U.S. ship Petrel, 
in a report dated Manila Bay, May 4, 1898, said of 
Comdr. Hughes, who was then a lieutenant: “He ma- 
terially assisted Ensign Fermier by observing fall of 
shot and tendering advice regarding pointing. I wish 
particularly to call your attention to Lieutenant Hughes, 
his gallantry in taking boats’ crews of seven men and in 
the face of a large armed force on shore, setting fire to 
the five ships before mentioned. He was aware that he 
had the only boat in the ship which would float, until 
the steam whaleboat could prepared.” ‘lhe Navy 
[Department at this writing has been advised of no ar- 
rangements for the bringing home of Commander Hughes’ 
body, but it is expected of course that this will be done. 

Past Asst. Engr. John Pemberton, U.S.N., retired, 
was found dead in his bed at the residence of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. N. B. MeLean, in East Orange, N.J., Sept. 
2s, from heart disease. He was born in Albany, N.Y., 
and received his early education there, later graduating 
from Troy Polytechnic Institute. He was appointed to 
the Navy from New York as a third assistant en- 
gineer, Dee. 8, 1862. He served all through the Civil 
War and was at the Charleston blockade and served 

board the Powhatan, Kearsarge, Canandaigua and 
Tallapoosa. His last sea service was performed on the 
oll Monocacy in China and Japan, leaving that post 
in 1889. From 1890 to 1894 he was professor of me- 
chanical engineering at the Pennsylvania State College. 
Ile was placed on the retired list Sept. 14, 1891, for in- 
capacity resulting from incident of service, and he was 
7 years of age at the time of his death. Mr. Pemberton 
worked hard to be reinstated after he was retired because

At the unveiling of the tablet in Chicago, LIl., com- 
memorating Fort Dearborn, Saturday, Sept. 26, 1903, 
Col. John R. McGinnis, U.S.A., spoke on “The Army 
of the Frontier Days.” He said in part: “I was 
asked yesterday wherein the Army had any connection 
with this centennial and celebration. My reply was 
that it was the head and front of it. Who was the 
first soldier in the land? Old and staunch Miles Stan- 
dish. It was not long after the landing of our fore- 
fathers on P!ymouth Rock that he had trouble with his 
neighbors, the Indians, and organizing a few gallant 
village boys stood them off and enabled the little 
cclony to make a clearing, cultivate the soil and main- 
tain themselves on the bleak and barren tongue of 
lund. The example thus set away back in 1620 has 
been followed everywhere from the coast of the At- 
lantic to that of the Pacific. There is hardly a tewn 
of any consequence in this broad country of ours that 
dees not owe its successful origin to the soldiers, either 
regular or militia, who have stood between it and the 
well-meaning but ruthless savages who possessed the 
land before the coming of the settlers. The incident 
that happened at Eighteenth street and Prairie avenue 
in August, 1812, has many examples over the land, 
but now, thank God, all that is past; the red man, as 
fast as he is able, is adopting our metho:ls; ke sees 
and we see that what might seem cruelty for him was 
in the end all for the best, and in view of modern 
civilization could not have been otherwise.” 

No less than ten officers of the 22d U.S. Infantry, says 
the New York Herald, will take brides with them when 
the Sheridan sails from San Francisco for Manila on 
Oct. 31. Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young’s daughter, Miss 
Elizabeth Young, will be one of the brides. She will 
marry Capt. John R. R. Hannay, of the 22d Regiment, 
on Oct. 7.

Major Gen. Charles Heywood, commandant U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps, who retires from active service Oct. 3, 1903, 
was born in Maine in 1839, and was commissioned a sec- 


ond lieutenant from New York in April, 1858. He 
reached the grade of colonel in March, 1888, and was ap- 
pointed colonel commandant in January, 1891. He was 
appointed major general, and is the only officer in the 
corps who ever attained that rank, which was conferred 
on him by Congress in recognition of his brilliant ser- 
vices. General Heywood has a long record of ser- 
vice. He was on duty at Staten Island during the quaran- 
tine riots in September, 1858. In the same year he was 
employed on the frigate Niagara to take captured ne- 
groes back to Africa. During the Civil War he was 
present at the destruction of the Norfolk Navy Yard, and 
at the capture of Forts Clark and Hatteras, in 1861. 
He was on board the Cumberland during her memorable 
fight with the ram Merrimac, in 1862. At the battle of 
Mobile Bay he was on board the flagship Hartford, and 
took charge of Fort Powell after its capture, and re- 
mained in command, guarding Grant’s Pass for thirty 
days. He was attached to Admiral Mullany’s staff dur- 
ing the troubles in New Orleans, in 1875, and had com- 
mand of a battalion of marines at Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia and Reading, Pa., during the labor riots in 1877. 
In 1883, while in command at the Brooklyn yard, he 
received a telegram to organize and equip a battalion 
of 250 marines for duty on the Isthmus of Panama, to 
open the transit and protect American lives and prop- 
erty, and twenty-four hours from the date of the order 
he sailed for the Isthmus, where he and his command 
were the first to arrive and the last to leave. He was 
breveted major and lieutenant colonel for distinguished 
gallantry in the presence of the enemy. He will be suc- 
ceeded as commandant by Col. George F. Elliott. 

_.The handsome apartments of General and Mrs. Cool- 
idge on the corner of Van Ness avenue and Lombard 
street, San Francisco, Cal., threw open their hospitable 
doors on the evening of Sept. 24 to receive and welcome 
old friends.

The French autumn maneuvers in Limousin, where 
General de Negrier with an army corps put into prac- 
tice his ideas of tactics for the future, derived from 
lessons of the Boer War, resulted, a correspondent of 
the New York Tribune says, in marked success for Gen- 
eral de Negrier, who has during the operations out- 
maneuvered, outfought and beaten General Langlois, 
his adversary, who steadfastly handled his own army 
corps in accordance with tactics prescribed in France 
and Germany. The most striking novelties in General 
de Negrier’s tactics are a loose, scattered formation and 
the use of mixed flying columns, composed not exclusively 
of cavalry, but of infantry mounted on ponies and bi- 
cycles, horse artillery and cavalry. This correspondent 
adds that “the opinion of the military authorities is 
that these Limousin maneuvers directed by General de 
Negrier will revolutionize the system of tactics and the 
fighting formation now prevailing in France, which is 
practically the same as those employed in Germany, 
Russia, Austria, and the rest of Europe.” The foreign 
military attachés have not been invited to witness these 
novel tactical experiments, but were instead convoked 
to» the grand and more spectacular maneuvers now tak- 
ing place near Montelimar, before President Loubet, 
one of the principal objects of which is to put the 
French subsistence department to a rigid test. The 
two army corps for subsistence purposes are separated 
from their regular supply stations at Lyons and Mar- 
seilles, and the fifty thousand men are thus compelled 
to live on their own subsistence resources. Hitherto 
preparations for feeding the troops taking part in the 
annual grand maneuvers have been made long before- 
hand, and supplies concentrated at the large towns 
near the operations. The problem set by General 
André for the French subsistence department has been 
successfully solved by the French Intendance, which in 
1870 was the weakest element of the French military 
organization, but which has now been especially com- 
mended by the military attachés of Germany, Russia 
and Austria i _- 
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SECOND CAVALRY TO RELIPVE THE ELEV- 
ENTH 


. 


Orders have just been given for the movement of the 
2d Cavalry from the United States to the Philippines 
to relieve the 11th Cavalry, which is one of the new 
regiments organized in 1901, and in which the enlist- 
ments all expire through the coming winter and spring. 
In accordance with the policy recently announced in the 
case of the new Infantry regiments ordered home from 
the Philippines, the 11th will be returned to this coun- 
try to be recruited instead of sending out a large draft 
of recruits to the Philippines. The 2d Cavalry is now 
stationed at Fort Myer, Va., and Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., 
and two troops are at Fort Sheridan, Ill. The troops 
at Fort Myer and Fort Ethan Allen will be relieved by 
the 15th Cavalry upon its arrival in the United States, 
and the horses of the 2d will be transferred to that regi- 
ment. The 14th Cavalry sailed from San Francisco 
Sept. 5 to relieve the 15th, which has recently seen 
considerable service in the Moro country. It will re- 
quire some time to collect the troops of the 15th in Mip- 
danao.and get them to Manila preparatory to taking 
the transport for San Francisco. The two troops of 
the 2d Cavalry stationed at Fort Sheridan will sail from 
San Francisco on the transport leaving that port about 
Jan. 1; the rest of the regiment will sail from New 
York on the transport Kilpatrick. Owing to insuffi- 
cient accommodations for officers it is necessary to send 
two of the troops and the squadron commander and 
staff officers of one squadron by the San Francisco route 
instead of from New York. Upon arrival in the Philip- 
pines the 2d Cavalry will relieve the 11th, which will 
upon arrival in the United States take station at the 
new post at Des Moines, Iowa, where barracks are being 
constructed for two squadrons. One of these squadrons 
will be assigned temporarily to Fort Sheridan and Jef- 
ferson Barracks until their quarters are completed at Des 
Moines; the remaining squadron of the 11th will take 
station at the Cavalry and Field Artillery School, Fort 
Riley, Kans. This will complete the Cavalry contingent 
of the garrison at Fort Riley, which requires one regi- 
ment of Cavalry and five batteries of Field Artillery. 
Much difficulty has been encountered in the transfer of 
Cavalry regiments recently, owing to the necessity for 
caring for the horses of regiments leaving this country 
before the arrival of regiments from the Philippines 
which were to relieve them. This movement is arranged 
so as to avoid all this difficulty; none of the horses are 
brought home from the Philippines and the regiments 
going there will be provided with remounts by a reduc- 
tion in the total strength of the Cavalry in that divi- 
sion from five regiments to four. Upon the completion 
of this movement the Cavalry force in the Philippine 
Islands will consist of the 2d, 12th, 13th and 14th; all 
of these regiments having been recently ordered to the 
lhilippines, no further changes of stations of Cavalry 
regiments is contemplated for some time to come. As 
soon as quarters are completed in the United States for 
their accommodation, it is not unlikely that the numberof 
Infantry. regiments in the Philippines will be corres- 
pondingly reduced, making the Infantry garrison in that 
division consist of eight regiments.

PRACTICE MARCH OF FIELD ARTILLERY. 


The battalion of field artillery, which returned to Fort 
Douglas last week from a three weeks’ practice march to 
Strawberry Valley, Utah, had an unusual experience as 
to weather conditions. The battalion, consisting of the 
12th and 22d Batteries, Captains Sturgis and Cronkhite, 
under command of Major Califf, left the post on Sept. 
2 with a summer temperature in Salt Lake Valley, which 
it carried out with it over the Wasatch and Uintah 
ranges to Strawberry Valley. Here, with an elevation 
of nearly 8,000 feet, summer conditions ended. A cold 
rain set in before camp was fairly made, and during the 
first week rain fell intermittently and varied with more 
serious hail and thunder storms. Later, the showers 
changed to snow squalls, which continued at intervals 
day and night during the second week. Target prac- 
tice was carried on from day to day between showers 
and snow squalls; the latter were, however, sometimes so 
furious as to drive the batteries in from the range. Not- 
withstanding the unfavorable conditions practice was 
had with moving, disappearing and other targets, and 
most satisfactory results obtained. 

The marching of the battalion was noteworthy consid- 
ering the mountain climbing and the distances covered. 
On the outward trips, 76 miles over the Wasatch and 
Uintah ranges, and a spur of the former, was made in 
three days. On the return, by another route, 93 miles 
were covered in the same time—the last day’s march of 
35 miles being made in seven and three quarter hours’ 
marching time. The absence of sore necks or shoulders 
among the horses was not the least satisfactory incident 
connected with the march. 








Governor Taft, of the Philippines, has sent to the War 
Department details of the franchise which is to be grant- 
ed for furnishing power for various enterprises in Ma- 
nila and elsewhere. Official surveys indicate that 10,000 
horsepower can be developed from streams within fifty 
miles of Manila. The use of this power will be sold 
to the highest bidder.

I. The following instructions are published for the in- 
formation and guidance of all concerned: 

1. All surplus smokeless powder resulting from the re- 
duction of charges ordered in General Orders, No. 77, 
Adjutant General's Office, May 23, 19083, will be packed 
separately by lots and marked, giving maker's name, lot 
number, year of manufacture, and caliber of gun. Care 
will be taken not to mix powders for different guns, nor 
different lots for the same gun. 

2. Where Government transportation is available the 
ordnance officer at the headquarters of each artillery 
district will collect all such powder within the district 
and, after having it properly boxed, will ship it on mem- 
orandum invoices to the commanding officer, U.S. Powder 
Depot, Dover, New Jersey, for all Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts posts, and to the commanding officer, Benicia 
Arsenal, California, for Pacific coast posts. 

3. Where posts of an artillery district are isolated and 
communication with district headquarters is not by 
Government transportation, shipments will be made direct 
by the st ordnance officer as directed in paragraph 2 

4. This surplus powder will not be taken up on the 
roperty returns of each post (the charges when fired 
Coins expended as complete charges), but will be taken 
up at the depots as received. 

ll. Publisher an order of the Postoffice Department 
dated May 22, 1903, which says: Thac on and after Oct. 
1, 1908, United States postage stamps overprinted ‘Phil- 
ippines” shall not be accepted for postage on matter 
mailed within the United States, and United States 
postage stamps without the Philippine overprint shall 
not be accepted for postage in the Philippine Islands.

COURT-MARTIAL OF LIEUT. COLONEL BOOTH. 
G.O. 2, SEPT. 8, DEPT. COLUMBIA. 

Publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M., of which Col. 
Edward 8. Godfrey, 9th Cav., was president, and Major 
Walter A. Bethel, Judge Advocate, for the trial of Lieut. 
Col. Charies A. Booth, 8th Inf. 

There were three charges as follows: 

I Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman. 

Il. Making a false curtificate. 

lil. Neglect of duty. 

The specifications allege that Lieut. Col, Booth advised 
and permitted Lieut. Knud Knudson, 7th Inf.,commissary, 
to illegally exchange 200 crates of potatoes, the property 
of the United States, with the Northern Commercial 
Company of Nome, Alaska, for various articles of mer- 
chandise of a value of about three times the value of the 
potatoes, and the he sold the said articles to officers and 
enlisted men for about one third of their actual value, 
and that he profited himself by illegal transactions. The 
specifications also alleged, among other things, that 
Lieutenant Colonel Booth signed several certificates on 
the monthly abstract of subsistence stores sold at the 

st of Fort Davis, Alaska, rendered by Lieutenant 

nudson, 7th Inf., which said certificates were false in 
that the said Lieut. Colonel Booth well knew when he 
signed it that a portion of the said stores had not been 
sold during the said month but had been exchanged with 
the Northern Commercial Company for various articles 
of merchandise which had been sold by the commissary 
at’ Fort Davis, Alaska, in lieu of potatoes. 

It was also alleged that he allowed Lieutenant Knudson 
to misappropriate the sum of $330.00, by paying certain 
members of the crew of a tugboat wages, when the boat 
was beached and out of commission, and the men had 
rendered no service. 

He also allowed Lieutenant Knudson to dispose illegally 
of a large surplus of coal, and 2% stoves it is alleged, 

The finding of the court was on the first charge, “Not 
guilty, but guilty of conduct prejudicial to good order 
and military discipline.” 

Of the second charge, “Not guilty.” 

Of the third charge, “Guilty.” 

The court sentenced him “to be placed at the foot of 
the list of Heutenant colonels of the Army and to be 
ae there during the remainder of his active ser- 
vice.”’ 

General Funston, in reviewing the proceedings said: 
“The sentence in the foregoing case of Lieutenant Colonel 
Charles A. h Inf., (now 7th Infantry), is ap- 
proved,- but so much thereof as requires eutenant 
Colonel Booth to be retained at the foot of the list of 
lieutenant colonels of the Arthy of the United States .or 
a longer period than five years is remitted. As tnus 
mitigated, the sentence will be duly executed.”

In a personal letter a distinguished officer of the Navy 
says: “I have read your editorials in regard to our 
foreign policy, especially as regards England and Ger- 
many, with the greatest pleasure, and I feel sure your 
ideas are entirely right, and far in advance of your 
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SNCROACHMENTS OF 
AUTHORITY. 

The action of Rear Admiral Evans in the case of 
Asst, Paymaster Nicholson raises a question we have 
hefore had occasion to discuss, and that is as to the 
propriety of making accusations against an officer which 
challenge his right to hold his commission, except in the 
form provided for by regulations which require the de- 
termination of the question by the jury of the accused 
officer’s peers. All officers, without regard to rank, ab- 
solute or relative, are entitled, until the contrary is 
declared in a proper manner, to the presumption that 
they are worthy of the special trust and confidence re- 
posed in them by the President and the Senate of the 
United States. They bear the authority of the Sover- 
eign, equally with their superiors, and should be treated 
with the respect that authority demands until they are 
in proper form, and by due process of law, declared to 
be no longer worthy to represent it. 

It seems to us that in the case before us Admiral 
Evans has gone beyond even the most extreme claim 
for liberty of action in reviewing the proceedings and 
findings of a court-martial. Under the Regulations of 
the Navy, approved by the Secretary, no officer can be 
reprimanded by his superior except by sentence of a 
general or summary court-martial. The public repri- 
mand noted far exceeded the authority of any com- 
mander-in-chief. Even if-it be true that the members 
ot the Nicholson court-martial, showed partiality in 
dealing with an offender they were under oath to try 
impartially, this does not confer upon the reviewing 
authority the right to bring them into disrepute as offi- 
cers, nor does it make the reprimand of Rear Admiral 
Evans any the less unbecoming. The Navy will note the 
action of the Department in this-matter with the keenest 
interest, to determine whether it is disposed to uphold 
officers in the assertion of rights which their superiors 
are bound to respect. 

Reading together the Articles of War governing 
courts-martial they indicate that the purpose in giving 
the authority to review was to protect the interests of 
the accused, the reviewing officer having authority to 
cecrease a punishment or to remit it altogether but no 
authority to increase it. When the verdict involves an 
oflicer’s commission the authority to review is reserved 
for the President from whom the commission was re- 
ceived. This authority to review has been extended, 
by interpretations put upon the Articles of War by the 
law officers of the Government, until it is held that it is 
proper for the reviewing officer to reflect upon the con- 
duct of the accused, to justify his disapproval of a sen- 
tence as inadequate, or to reflect upon the refusal of a 
court to reconsider its action as ill-judged and calcu- 
lated to impair the discipline and prejudice the interest 
of the military Service. 

The present case offers an opportunity to determine 
whether the officer ordering the court has the further 
right to impeach the integrity of the members of the 
court and to charge them with conduct that should de- 
prive them of their commissions. It is clear that if 2 
court-martial were to find these officers guilty of such 
conduct and to sentence them to dismissal, the review- 
ing officer would have no authority to decide as to the 
propriety of that decision. How can such authority 
then arise, collateraly, in a case where no such de- 
cision has been reached? 

The intention to preserve the independence of 4 
court is indicated by the provision (Art. 95), that the 
yote on the findings is to be taken in the inverse order 
of rank, so that a junior may be subject to no embar- 
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rassment in differing with his superior. It is also pro- 
yided (Arts. 84 and 85), that the members of the court 
and the judge advocate shall be sworn not to discover 
the vote, or the opinion of any particular member of the 
court-martial. Does the fact that the reviewing offi- 
cer is not included in this oath offer him proper warrant 
for violating its spirit and obvious. intent by signalling 
cut individual members of a court for rebuke as those 
responsible for an obnoxious finding? 

One danger the formulators of our Articles of War 
evidently had in mind is’ indicated by the care they 
have taken te provide against the possibility that courts 
of inquiry “may be perverted to dishonorable purpose 
and may be employed in the hands of weak and envious 
commandants, as engines for the destruction of military 
merit.” The people are now, as they always have been, 
and as we trust they always will be, properly jealous 
of the encroachment of executive authority. Our judicial 
system, including its application to the Navy and Army, 
is especially devised to prevent this encroachment. A 
reviewing officer is accordingly deprived of all authority 
to punish directly, but, as this instance has shown, he 
has it in his power, if not overruled by superior au- 
thority, to impose what is to a commissioned officer a 
severe punishment by impeaching his honor, and further 
by threatening him with a penalty not provided for in 
Regulations by depriving him of his right to serve on 
court-martial duty. 

Whatever may be thought of the justice of Admiral 
Evans’s strictures upon the accused in this case his 
comments upon the court should not be permitted to 
stand as a precedent. It has always been found pos- 
sible heretofore suitably to rebuke a court that may 
have been thought to have erred on the side of leniency, 
without indulging in comments upon the fitness of mem- 
bers of a court to hold a commission, such as no officer 
should be subjected to without an opportunity to reply. 
It has been legally and very properly declared that “a 
court-martial is ote be left imdependent as to matters 
legally or properly within its*own discretion.” How 
can this independence be maintained if members of 
courts-martial are to be warned in effect that they 
will be subjected to personal abuse if they do not 
register the opinions of the reviewing officer? Is it not 
better that exact justice should fail in a particular in- 
stance than that the independence of our courts-martial 
should be brought in jeopardy, and the entire service 
subjected to the possibility of intemperate abuse be- 
cause of an honest discharge of a sworn duty? 
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TURKEY’S SPLENDID ARMY. 


With every recurrence of revolutionary disturbances 
in the Balkan peninsula there is a reiteration of the 
familiar prophecy that the downfall of the Ottoman 
Empire is at hand. The prophets explain that Turkey 
is a decrepit nation, that her vitality has been destroyed 
by mis-rule and that her power in Kurope can no longer 
withstand the influence of the more progressive nation- 
alities of the North. The present crisis in the Balkans 
has transformed the peninsula into an armed camp, 
and as usual it has cailed forth from non-military ob- 
servers on both sides of the Atlantic the somewhat 
exultant assurance that the doom of the Turk is sealed. 

Those who allow themselves to be deceived by this 
sort of prophecy utterly ignore two factors of almost 
immeasurable importance. One is the masterful diplo- 
macy with which the Sultan, banking on the reciproca) 
jealousies and ambitions of the European powers, has 
played them against one another and baffled every 
scheme looking to the curtailment of his territory or 
influence. The other, which is still more important, is 
the Turkish army, which in numbers, equipment, ef- 
ficiency and fighting spirit ranks among the very fore- 
most military forces in the world. 

One of the most trustworthy of recent estimates of 
this splendid army was given by Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, U.S.A., retired, in Boston only a short time ago. 
In the opinion of General Miles, Turkey is far stronger 
in a military sense than she was ten years ago. He 
points out that since her war with Greece she has 
made extensive reforms in her military system, that she 
has bought seven hundred thousand Mauser rifles from 
German makers and that her whole military equipment 
has been thoroughly modernized. “I believe that Tur- 
key will retain her integrity,” General Miles added, 
“and that no circumstances will arise that will cause 
other nations to attack her.” 

In view of this expression from a soldier who has 
studied the various military institutions of Europe, 
together with the grave conditions which have com- 
pelled Turkey to move enormous bodies of troops to- 
ward the Balkan frontiers, it is worth while to inquire 
what the Turkish army really is. Some timely in- 
formation on this subject is given in an article in a 
recent number of the St, James’s Gazette of London. 
Briefly speaking, the Sultan at present can mobilize 
nineteen army corps consisting of 19,000 officers and 
1,310,000 men, more than half of whom are trained 
soldiers of the active army, while a large proportion of 
the other half have served for. six years in the reserves. 
The whole available force of the Empire consists of 
1.360 battalions of infantry, 200 regiments of cavalry, 
not counting 266 squadrons of Hamidie cavalry, named 
in honor of the Sultan, every member of which furnishes 
his own mount and equipment, 370 batteries of artillery, 
36 companies of engineers, 63 companies of artificers 
and 32 companies of technical troops for signal service, 
operating railways, etc. For Ottoman subjects mili- 


tary service is obligatory between the ages of twenty 
and forty. They must serve six years with the Nizam, 
or active army, eight with the Redif, or reserve army, 
and six with the Mustafiz, or second reserves. The 
Nizam has a peace strength of 216,530, and a war 
strength of 374,300. 

It will’ be observed that numerically, at least, tne 
Turkish army is a vast one. But that is only a part of 
its greatness. In discipline, zeal, endurance and cour- 
age it is the equal of any in Europe. The Turk, being 
a fatalist, is without fear of death and counts it a 
sacred privilege to die for his country. In some of the 
most desperate campaigns of the last century he has 
proved, not only his ability to fight, but his readiness 
to die, and his valor is beyond question. Ever since 
the war with Greece in 1897 the Turkish army has been 
in process of reorganization and improvement with a 
view of giving it a war footing of one and a half mil- 
lions of men. This work of reorganization has been 
conducted along the lines of the German army. Modern 
equipment has been provided for all branches of the 
service, a thorough staff system has been developed and 
the Sultan has devoted himself to creating a military 
force capable of giving an account of itself in war with 
that of any of the European nations, Whether he has 
succeeded cannot be determined except by a clash of 
arms. But. the Turk is still a factor in European 
politics. He is crafty, cruel and persistent and he knows 
his own power. His army is undoubtedly one of the 
finest in existence. It commands the respect of Europe, 
and for that reason an attack upon it looking to the 
destruction of the Ottoman power seems, to say the 
least, improbable, 
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TRAINING IN NAVAL ENGINEERING. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody this week convened one 
of the most important naval boards that has been in 
existence since the passage of the Navy Personnel act. 
This board, which consists of Capt. G. A. Converse, 
president ; Comdr. J. H. Perry and Lieut. Cleland Davis, 
will consider and report upon the subject of proper 
training for line officers of the Navy in engineering. The 
following is an extract from the formal order issued to 
Captain Converse prescribing the duties of this board: 

“The board will consider and report upon the subject 
of engineering instruction and training for officers of the 
line of the Navy involved in the consolidation of the line 
and engineer corps by the Naval Personnel act of Con- 
gress of March 3, 1899. 

“The board will report what plan it considers will best 
qualify officers for the efficient performance of engineer- 
ing duties. The report will include recommendations 
as to (a) The establishment of an engineering school for 
officers, its character, location, administration and gov- 
ernment. In this connection, the board will report as to 
the availability of the engineering experimental station 
at Annapolis for this purpose. 

“(b) The period in their professional career at which 
officers should receive this instruction. 

“The report will comprehend all details necessary to a 
complete understanding of this scheme or any other that 
the board may propose. 

“The engineering instruction referred to should insure 
thoroughly efficient care, preservation and management 
of machinery afloat; but it is directed that the board 
also report upon the subject of further instruction in en- 
gineering for officers that evince a marked aptitude and 
interest in that branch of the profession, and who choose 
to pursue that duty as a specialty. The Department 
desires the board to consider what measures should be 
adopted in order to insure a sufficient number of officers 
devoting their attention to engineering, and whether 
the status of such officers shall differ in any respect from 
that of line officers in general in the corresponding 
grades.”

The attention of the Acting Secretary of the Navy 
has been called to a condition of affairs at Annapolis 
which high officials of the Navy Department declare is 
ceserving of immediate relief. Capt. Willard H. Brown- 
son, superintendent of the Naval Academy, will in a 
short time be called to Washington for a conference 
with the officials there about the alleged overcrowding 
of the midshipmen at Annapolis, and the best and 
quickest means for relieving this situation. It is ander- 
stood on adequate authority that the accommodations 
for the sick in case an epidemic should occur among 
the midshipmen are totally inadequate, and although 
a temporary addition is to be built to the present sick 
quarters, medical officers of the Navy assert that it will 
not entirely serve the purpose for which it is intended. 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling will at once take 
up the entire matter of accommodations at Annapolis, 
and every possible precaution will be taken against a 
possible outbreak of sickness at the Academy. It was 
said at the Navy Department this week that there are 
at present 660 midshipmen at the Academy, and 
that the sick quarters provided for them are adequate, 
now that there is little sickness at the Academy; but 
that the authorities at the Academy would be quite un- 
able to cope with anything approaching an epidemic of 
sickness among the midshipmen while the present con- 
ditions continue. It is understood that the authorities 
in charge of the health of the midshipmen have not al- 
together approved of the style of structure that is now 
being erected for a temporary sick quarters, but they 
were unable to effect a change in the plans. Captain 


Brownson has proved such an energetic head of the 
Academy that the Navy Department feels assured of 
his hearty co-operation in all their efforts to relieve the 
present situation and provide adequate accommodations 
for the midshipmen in case they fall victims to disease. 
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Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin on Oct. 2 was relieved 
from duty as a member of the Army General Staff and 
assigned to the command of the Department of the Bast, 
and Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee has been azsigned as 
first assistant on the Army General Staff. On Oct. 2 
Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, Chief of Staff, made the fol- 
lowing statement regarding this important transfer: 
“With a view to enable Major General Chaffee to become 
familiar with the duties vested by law in the Chief of 
Staff and to ascertain the present condition of the mili- 
tary establishment before entering upon their active per- 
formance, the President has directed that he be ordered 
to duty in the War Department as assistant to the Chief 
of Staff, and that Major General Corbin be assigned to 
command the Department of the Hast. This assignment, 
which is in accordance with the wishes of Genera! Cor- 
bin, is intended as a recognition of the eminent ser- 
vices rendered by him in the important office of Adju- 
tant General during the War with Spain and the subse- 
quent operations in China and the Philippine Islands, 
and is made with a view to obtain the benefit of his 
great administrative and executive ability in the com- 
mand of the largest and most important military depart- 
ment in the United States. Advantage will be taken of 
the assignment to secure the close, harmonious and in- 
telligent co-operation of officers commanding troops in 
carrying into effect the new methods of administration 
which have been made necessary by the establishment of 
a general staff.” 

The unrest which has been caused in England by the 
disclosures of the Royal Commission, appointed to inves- 
tigate the conduct of the South African War, has led 
King Edward to take direct personal action looking to 
reform in the military establishment. Heretofore vacan- 
cies in the Ministry have been filled simply by the formal 
presentation of the new Ministers to the sovereign, but 
in the present work of re-organizing the Cabinet, made 
necessary by the voluntary retirement of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the King has asserted the prerogatives of the 
crown and taken an attentive part in scrutinizing nomi- 
nees. The fiercest of the criticism provoked by the 
scandalous exposures made by the Royal Commission has 
been levelled at Lord Landsdowne, Secretary of State 
for War during the Boer War, but it is said that this 
criticism is not approved by the King, who holds that 
the abuses were due to a pernicious and inefficient sys- 
tem rather than to defective judgment or official neglect 
on the part of Lord Landsdowne. The London news- 
papers state that the King has given plain notice that 
the Cabinet as reorganized must be capable of dealing 
effectively with the scandals which have developed in 
the military system and provide satisfactory assurances 
of needful reforms in the Army. The King’s: earnest- 
ness in this matter is regarded as showing that the alarm 
excited by the report of the Royal Commission is well 
grounded and that the need of heroic treatment for the 
British military establishment has been in nowise ex- 
aggerated.

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Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, has made an unfavorable endorsement 
on the protest presented to the Secretary by Paymaster 
Harry E. Biscoe, U.S.N., against the criticisms made 
by Rear Admiral Evans, U.S.N., upon the court-martial 
of which Biscoe was a member. We have not seen the 
endorsement, but we are quite sure that it will not go 
beyond the limits of gentlemanly reserve in dealing with 
his fellow officers which is becoming the rank and 
character of Admiral Taylor. The Admiral, as we 
learn, calls attention to what he regards as the necessity 
of holding officers of the Navy to a more exact realiza- 
tion of their duty in returning verdicts commensurate 
with the gravity of the offense and of imposing sen- 
tence in accordance with the seriousness of the verdict. 
In the opinion of Rear Admiral Taylor, the action of 
Secretary Moody in his review of the Wortman case 
and of Rear Admiral Evans in his arraignment of the 
Biscoe court will be of far-reaching benefit to the 
Service in checking what he regards as a growing lack 
of appreciation among Navy officers of the great re- 
sponsibility attaching to court-martial duty. Final ac- 
tion upon the protest of Paymaster Biscoe will be de- 
ferred until the return of Secretary Moody, who is 
visiting Boston. 











If Congress does not pass the bill for the creation of 
a Navy General Staff, Rear Admiral Henry ©. Taylor, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, will be compelled to 
ask for an additional assistant chief. The duties of his 
bureau have increased so tremendously since the Spanish 
war that it is clearly necessary to have at least two ag- 
sistants to the Chief of Bureau. 





A postponement of tests of submarine boats scheduled 
for Oct. 15 seems likely. The Holland Company has 
applied for one month's delay and this is now under con- 
sideration by the Board of Inspection and Survey. 

In a cablegram received at the Navy Department on 
Oct. 2, Rear Admiral Evans says that he has sold the 
Monocacy to Hashinoto, a Chinese firm at Chefoo, The 
price paid was $11,325. 
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CASE OF ENSIGN WORTMAN. 


We give here the substance of the remarks of the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy, Captain Lemly, 
on the case of Ensign Wortman: 

“The case appears to have been well tried, on the 
part of both the prosecution and the defense. The tes- 
timony is complete, and in my opinion sustains all the 
allegations contained in the specifications, including those 
parts thereof that are eliminated by the court as not 
proved. * * * The court finds that so much of each speci- 
fication as alleges that the lanyard used in discharging 
the right gun (and, in the case of the fourth specitica- 
tion, likewise that used in firing the left gun) was led 
out and hooked to the trigger, is not proved. I am of 
opinion, however, that upon the admission of the ac- 
cused, the only witness competent to testify directly in 
regard to the matter,—and as an interested party his 
testimony, so far as it is against himself, is entitled to 
great weight,—the fact that the lanyard of the right 
gun was hooked, is established. ‘ 

“The court erred, I think, in not admitting in evi- 
dence the statements made by Ensign Wortman before 
the board, of which Capt. George A. Converse was senior 
member, that investigated the accident immediately af- 
ter it occurred. Statements of this character are uni- 
formly admitted by courts-martial. * * * 

“So far as concerns the effort of the defense to place 
the record of proceedings of this board upon the same 
footing as a court of inquiry and therefore to exclude 
it under the provisions of article 60 of the Articles for 
the Government of the Navy, the fact appears to have 
been overlooked that under said article the proceedings 
of courts of inquiry are, in cases not capital nor ex- 
tending to the dismissal of a commissioned or warrant 
officer, evidence before a court-martial, provided oral 
testimony cannot be obtained, which was pre-eminently 
the situation in this case. stlling 

“The damaging effect of the exclusion of the state- 
ments made before the board in this case is, however, 
lessened by the fact that the court subsequently admitted 
both the oral and the writtem statement made by the 
accused to the commanding officer of the Massachusetts 
soon after the accident occurred. The argument of the 
Judge Advocate upon this question was, it may be re- 
marked, equally applicable to the admission of the 
statement of the accused before the board of investiga- 
tion, which had previously been excluded. The error of 
the court in refusing to admit such evidence was further 
somewhated compensated by the fact that the accused 
officer himself took the stand as a witness for the prose- 
cution, a proceeding to my mind altogether unprecedent- 
ed, although, if error, not material, since he testified 
voluntarily. * * * Even if the strict rule which limits 
cross-examination to such matters holds in the case of 
an accused person who takes the stand as a witness in 
his own behalf—concerning which question there is 
strong conflict of authorities—the same end that was 
gained by Mr. Wortman’s testifying as a witness for the 
prosecution could have been attained through relaxation 
by the court, as was within its discretion, of the rule 
mentioned. * * * 

“Accepting specifications in the shape in which the 
court found them to be proved, and disregarding the con- 
clusion of law (eliminated therefrom by the court) as to 
whether there was culpable negligence on the part of 
Ensign Wortman, there still remains sufficient of grava- 
men in the specifications to show, if not culpable inefh- 
ciency in the performance of duty, at least a very serious 
error of judgment on the part of Mr. Wortman in caus- 
ing the breech of the gun to be opened with the firing 
lock cocked. With ordinary care there is no more 
danger in uncocking the firing lock than there is in cock- 
ing it, for it is as liable to slip out of a man’s hana 
in the one case as in the other, and in either case the re- 
sult would be the same. Under no circumstance would 
it seem to be justifiable to open the breech of a loaded 
gun with a percussion or combination primer in the 
lock with the lock cocked. While it it true that there 
is no explicit provision in the drill book requiring that 
the breech shall not be opened under such circumstances, 
this is probably because it is assumed that no one would 
undertake so hazardous a proceeding. In reaching these 
conclusions I have disregarded the expert testimony of 
the turret officers, which, upon the subject of the proper 
method of returning from percussion to conditions for 
electric firing, seems to be about equally divided, and 
which, like expert testimony in general, is of compara- 
tively small value. 

“Not having been convicted of the charge against him, 
Mr. Wortman individually ceases to be an important 
factor in this matter, and nothing would, I think, be 
gained by setting aside the acquittal. Believing that the 
court, while it manifested a liberal leaning in favor of 
the accused, dealt conscientiously with the case, and 
that the accused should have the full benefit of his ac- 
quittal without qualification, I have the honor to recom- 
mend, subject to the foregoing remarks, that such ac- 
quittal be approved, and that, having on the 17th ultimo, 
been conditionally released from arrest and restored to 
duty pending consideration by the Department of the 
record of proceedings of the court, he be now fully re- 
stored to duty. 

“It is further recommended that the Department ac- 
company its confirmation of the acquittal with such re- 
marks as will be instructive to the Service generally, both 
as to the great care that is to be exercised in the hand- 
ling of guns and explosives, where persons by becoming 
accustomed to their use are apt to fail sometimes in 
the observance of due caution, and as to the admissibility 
in eviaence before courts-martial of testimony taken be- 
fore courts of inquiry and statements made by persons 
accused before boards of investigation.

“The Condemnation of Ensign Wortman” is the title 
of an article by Park Benjamin appearing in the In- 
dependent of Oct. 1. After describing the accident in 
the turret of the Massachusetts Mr. Benjamin speaks 
of the exhibition of courage and heroism’ which 
follows such an event and usually does not get into the 
newspapers. “Witness,” he says, “the unhesitating rush 
of Lieut. W. C. Cole and Boatswain’s Mate Sonneman 
into the roaring furnace of the turret to drag out the 
burned men and drag in the hose, and the cool bravery 
of Lieutenant Hughes and Gunner Kuhlwein, who, see- 
ing the burning fragments forced down the ammunition 
tube, thereby exposing the open magazine under the tur- 
ret to fearful peril, rushed below and stamped out the 

‘grains of powder burning on the berth deck.” “If,” he 
further says, “the opening of that breech with the string 
fastened involved such obvious and imminent danger that 
the officer outside the turret must be held guilty of ‘cul- 





pable inefficiency’ in not first causing it to be released, 
how about the nine men in the turret under whose very 
eyes and almost in contact with whose persons that string 
is said to have extended? Did they refrain from unhook- 
ing that cord with the full knowledge that in so doing 
they were deliberately courting a horrible and needless 
death? What prevented them? There was no specific 
order ‘unhook the lanyard’ for them to wait for. There 
was nothing in the order ‘Open the breech’ to prevent any 
human being not a driveling idiot from taking what the 
Secretary calls ‘the slight and easily taken precaution’ 
of freeing the cord. If it is necessary to theorize at all. 
is it not more reasonable to infer that those skilled gun 
ners did unhook the cord, and did not convert themselves 
into latter day Casabiancas through awaiting a fatherly 
hint from their commander not to get blown up.” 

Mr. Benjamin shows that the percussion system is 
excessively dangerous, because there is no way of test- 
ing the primer in advance without destroying it, and be- 
cause a slight tug in anywise communicated to the trig- 
ger fires the gun whether the breech be opened or closed. 
“The electric system, on the other hand, is almost ideally 
reliable, for it can be tested without undergoing injury, 
and cannot fire the gun unless the breech is both closed 
and locked. The percussion system is retained merely 
as a reserve to be used in case the electric primer should 
miss fire, an event which never happens, except as a con- 
sequence of extreme carelessness in preparing the elec- 
tric connctions, which are even simpler than those of an 
ordinary electric bell. It is kept merely because of a 
fossilized distrust for electricity of which the Navy is 
having much difficulty in ridding itself. The Drill Regu™ 
lations compel constant readiness of the dangerous per- 
cussion device, and hence the leading out of the lock 
string ready for immediate use in case of necessity. The 
conditions for just such an accident as has happened 
being thus officially prescribed, Mr. Wortman, as many 
another officer before him*had done, obeyed them; but, 
unlike the others, not without disaster.” 

The opinion of Mr. Benjamin as to the censure be- 
stowed upon the Court of Inquiry and the court-martial 
that considered the case of Ensign Wortman has been 
already expressed in our columns. In the conclusion of 
his article he says: “The possibility of any civilian office 
holder doing this again should be ended. Either through 
the proposed General Staff as one of its functions, or in 
some other efficient way; the review of naval court-mar- 
tial decisions, which involve purely professional issues, 
should be restricted to naval officers of high rank and 
experience, and their recommendation should be binding.”

GENERAL CHAFFEE’S REPORT. 

Major Gen, Adna R. Chaffee makes the following 
recommendations in his annual report, a part of which 
we published last week. 

It is recommended that permanent barracks and quar- 
ters for the company of Artillery garrisoning the defenses 
at Portsmouth, N.I., be provided. The temporary shel- 
ter of officers and men at that place is very poor; officers’ 
quarters are mere shells constructed for summer use 
only. During periods of low temperature last winter offi- 
cers were compelled to wear their overcoats and over- 
shoes when in their quarters, it being impossible to 
maintain the desired warmth with stoves. The recruit 
barracks at Fort Slocum are no longer fit for occupancy, 
nor are the buildings worth repairing. New barracks 
with capacity that will accommodate 300 men are ur- 
gently required. ‘There is a large deficiency in quarters 
at Fort Totten. Vermanent barracks for two companies 
should be constructed at Fort Schuyler. 

Permanent barracks for two companies, quarters for 
five officers and new hospital are required at Fort Mott. 
A modern two-story barrack should be constructed at 
Fort Fremont. Quarters for five officers and one mod- 
ern two-story barrack are necessary at Fort Screven. 
A two-story barrack should replace the one-story tempor- 
ary building now in use at Fort Dade. One barrack is 
required at Fort Terry, to be erected in the new section 
of the post. One barrack, quarters for four officers and 
accessory buildings for a one company post are required 
for Fort Andrews. It is recommended that funds be 
appropriated for the erection of barracks and quarters. 
storehouses, stable, guardhouse, bakery, which are still 
lacking for the accommodation of two battalions of na- 
tive troops (the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of 
Infantry), at Cayey, Porto Rico. General Chaffee rec- 
ommends that the Quartermaster’s Department formulate 
plans for a complete reconstruction of Fort Hamilton. 

The Signal officer of the Department states that 406 
men are proficient in signaling; about 14 officers and 74 
men are proficient in telegraphy; that the posts in the 
Department are well supplied with signal equipment and 
apparatus, the new Service telephone having been sup- 
plied to a number of posts to- take the place of the 
Bell telephone, saving the expense of rental. Very con- 
siderable work has been done by the Signal Department 
toward installation of fire-control systems. 

The Inspector of Small Arms reports that seventy com- 
pany organizations have had complete practice as against 
twenty-nine organizations during the previous year; that 
the percentage of proficiency increased 2.7 per cent. in 
the Cavalry, and 1.6 in the Infantry. He recommends 
that a large permanent rifle range be secured in the 
vicinity of Washington for the use of troops stationed 
thereabouts, and for Department, National and Interna- 
tional competitions. General Chaffee fully concurs in 
this recommendation. 

There being no target range in the vicinity of New 
York Harbor, the Infantry troops there stationed would 
have had no target practice without considerable ex- 
pense had it not been that the authorities of the State 
of New Jersey very courteously offered the use of theit 
range at Sea Girt, N.J. On the other hand, the Nationa! 
Guard in the western part of the State of New York 
were permitted to use the range at Fort Niagara. These 
reciprocal courtesies tend to harmonious co-operation to 
the lasting good, both of the Regulars and the Militia. 
The courtesy of the authorities of the State of New Jer- 
sey is appreciated and has been duly acknowledged. The 
experience of the past year indicates that the National 
Guard troops in this section of country can best arrange 
to encamp during July and August. It is therefore sug- 
gested that an understanding be had, if possible, whereby 
combined encampments of United States and National 
Guard troops shall be held from July 1 to Aug. 15, which 
period could be excluded from the regular target season 
in this department. 
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The ex-Spanish gunboat Don Juan de Austria has atr- 
rived at Shanghai, China, after a cruise to all river 
ports on the Yang Tsze River as far up as Hankow, 
where the Han joins the Yang Tsze. 


IMPROVEMENTS NEEDED AT PENSACOLA, 


Because of the importance attached to them, Rear 
Admiral Endicott, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, has consented to the publication of the “Remarks” 
included in the annual report of Comdr. Francis W. 
Dickins, U.S.N., Commandant of the Navy Yard at 
Pensacola, Florida. Concerning improvements at this 
important yard Captain Dickins says: 

“1. In considering the estimate of the cost of improve. 
nients recommended to be undertaken during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1905,-I especially desire to invite 
the Bureau’s attention to the remarks of the Civil En- 
gineer in charge, referring to water, fire, and sewer 
systems, and also to the caption, ‘closets, lavatories and 
latrines.’ Upon a perusal of the remarks of the Civil 
Engineer, I think that the utter lack of an adequate 
water supply for this station, the entire absence of 
sewerage, and the great danger from fire, under present 
conditions, will be fully demonstrated to the P = 
The lack of a sewer system at this yard is greatly to be 
deplored; the system here to provide for sewerage is 
certainly antiquated, and almost medieval. As is well 
known, the health and comfort of all employees at the 
station depend on water and proper sewerage, and | 
earnestly recommend that the Bureau give this matter 
its first consideration, 

“3. The next matter of importance is, I think, the 
favorable consideration of the central power house for 
the Department of Yards and Docks, and machinery 
for the same, at the proper administration and economy 
of work in all the other departments of the yard de- 
perd on economical provision of power to perform the 
work required. 

“4. Quarters for commissioned and warrant officers 
should be considered next in importance, and every 
effort made by the Bureau to obtain the appropriation 
for the same. As is well known, when officers are 
ordered to this station for duty, unless there are quarters 
for them, they will be obliged to live at Pensacola, 
(seven miles away), which is a great inconvenience to 
them, as well as expensive. Besides, officers on duty 
at this station, (which has a long, enervating summer), 
should be made as comfortable as possible, in order to 
insure their peace of mind and contentment, which goes 
a long way towards obtaining efficient services for 
them. 

“The concrete and granite dry dock is greatly to be 
desired, in the development of the yard. Such an en- 
terprise at this station would involve much work, and 
in all of its ramifications would require an increase of 
officers, and especially of laborers at the yard, but the 
condition of the yard in regard to water, fire, sewers, 
closets, lavatories, latrines, etc., should be made com- 
plete and as modern as possible, in order to provide for 
the sanitary accommodation of this increased personnel. 
In this connection, 1 respectfully invite the Bureau’s 
attention to the Civil Engineer's statement in regard 
to the officers’ quarters at this yard, excepting quarters 
‘A’; these quarters are, in my opinion, unsanitary, 
and should be replaced by modern structures. 

“In forwarding the next plan of the yard, showing 
the existing buildings and proposed improvements, | 
respectfully invite the Bureau’s attention to the fact 
that this plan was the result of the careful considera- 
tion of the heads of the departments of Yards and 
Docks, Construction and Repair, and Steam Engineer- 
ing, Civil Engineer H. R. Stanford, Assistant Naval 
Constructor W. G. DuBose, and Commander C._ T. 
Forse, U.S. Navy, and the estimates are made out on 
the supposition that this plan will be finally approved 
by the Department, as it stands. And, finally, I ap- 
prove of this report of the Civil Engineer, in its en- 
tirety, and ask ‘that the Bureau encourage in all pos- 
sible ways the appropriations asked for, as they are all 
needed to develop the yard on broad lines, having in 
view the future importance of this station. 

“This station is one hundred miles nearer Panama 
than Mobile, two hundred miles nearer than Galveston, 
and three hundred miles nearer than New Orleans, and 
when the Panama Canal shall have been built this sta- 
tion will be bound .to be of great importance to the 
Government, owing to the political and commercial im- 
portance of this port in reference to the Panama Canal.”

REGRADING CORPS CIVIL ENGINEERS. 


The President this week decided not to grant the re- 
quest of the Civil Engineers of the Navy for a re-grad- 
ing of their corps. This action was taken in accordance 
with the recommendation made by Secretary Moody in 
the following letter which has been approved by the 
President and is self-explanatory. In this letter the 
Secretary says: 

“When all officers are appointed who are authorized 
by existing law (which will not be done for several 


years), the number and grades will be approximately as 
follows:

“There are also eighteen rear admirals, 77 per cent. of 
the line. If the recommendations of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks were carried out, the percent- 
age of the different ranks in the Corps of Civil Engineers 
would be as follows: Captain, 12.5; commanders, 12.5; 
lieutenant commanders, 20; lieutenants, 25; lieutenants, 
junior grade, 15: ensigns, 15. It thus appears that 
under existing laws, the Civil Engineer Corps has a 
larger proportion of captains and commanders than the 
line and under the proposed change the disparity would 
be much increased, and there would be in addition, 4 
larger proportion of lieutenant commanders and lieu- 
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tenants. Under the proposed change, also, the pro- 
portion of captains and commanders in the Civil En- 
gineer Corps would be much greater than that of any 
other staff corps with the exception of chaplains and 
professors of mathematics. 

“tf the change were made, another result would fol- 
low which is worthy of your attention. Not one of the 
commanders in the line has been in active service less 
than twenty-seven years, excluding the four years spent 
at the Academy. The first five on the list of lieutenant 
commanders excluding the four years at the Academy, 
jave been in active service from twenty-seven to twenty- 
nine years, and none of the lieutenant commanders has 
had less than eighteen years of active service, exclusive 
of the time spent at the Academy. If the proposed 
change in the ranking of Civil Engineers were made, 
none of the five commanders in that grade would have 
had over nine and one-half years’ service, two of them 
would have had a few months over six years, and one 
of them five and one-half years. They would thus rank 
officers in the line who are many years their seniors in 
the Service. 

“A further comparison between this Corps and the 
line based upon the present condition of the Navy List 
and excluding ensigns, shows that, deducting the four 
years spent at the Naval Academy, the Civil Engineers 
have, with a single exception, less service than the offi- 
cers of the line in the same grades. The senior Civil 
Icngineer officer of the grade of lieutenant, junior grade, 
has a few months’ longer service than the junior officer 
of the line of that grade. This is shown in the follow- 
ing summary:

“T have laid especial emphasis on the comparison with 
the line because line officers constitute the great ma- 
jority of all, and especially because in its origin and 
nature, rank appertains to the line alone, signifying as 
it does military authority and command. In the allot- 
ment of rank to the several staff corps, equality between 
them should be observed but justice demands that this 
equality should be obtained by bringing all staff corps 
with respect to rank into a proper relation with the line. 
if inequality between the staff corps exists, it should 
he remedied by bringing those corps which have an ab- 
normally large allotment of the higher ranks down to 
the common level and not by giving to another corps 
like abnormal conditions. 

“It is much to be desired that the corps of the Navy, 
performing as the Civil Engineer Corps does, important 
duties should receive in return adequate compensation 
ind the consideration and honor which is their due. 

“It is urged that it will cost nothing to confer these 
additional ranks. That is true, But the historic ranks 
ind titles which represent so many years of service to 
he great majority of our officers ought not to be lightly 
conferred upon any, and should, as nearly as is practic- 
able, be earned only by equal seryice. If they must be 
used as a distinction for civilian service, if there be no 
other way in which such service can receive its just 
consideration, they should be bestowed sparingly with 
’ care proportionate to their value, and in such a man- 
ner that there may by none be earned more quickly and 
cheaply than by officers of the line. 

“The argument which has been in favor of the change, 
hased upon the fact that under present conditions Civil 
Engineers reach the various grades later in life than 
officers of the line, it seems to me ought not to be 
heeded. Promotions should depend, in my opinion, upon 
length of service rather than upon age. Moreover the 
average age of the Corps is greater now than it will be 
at some later period, because some officers have entered 
it comparatively late in life. Nine entered after the 
age of thirty, one of them receiving his appointment 
after he was forty-eight years of age. This condition 
will gradually disappear as the new regulations confine 
new appointments to those between the ages of twenty- 
hree and twenty-six. In view of the foregoing facts I 
im unable to recommend to you the change proposed by 
the Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks.”

SPANISH WAR VETERANS 

The National Assembly of the National Army and 
Navy, Spanish War Veterans, opened in New [laven, 
Conn., on Sept. 28, for a three days’ session. ol, M. 
Emmett Urell, the Commander-in-Chief, was unable to 
he present because of illness, and Senior Vice Com- 
mander-in-Chief Harold C. McGrew presided. The re- 
ports of the officers were read, the most important be 
ing those of Adjt, Gen. L. C. Dyer, of Washington, and 
Quartermaster Gen. Robert Brunner. General Dyer 
showed that the organization has made rapid progress 
during the year, one hundred new commands— hav- 
ing been established, increasing the membership to 
nearly 140,000. Sight new State organizations have 
heen formed, together with seven provisional State or- 
vanizations. The amount expended for relief work by 
the various commands and corps during the year has 
heen nearly $100,000. ; 

The amalgamation of the Spanish War Veterans with 
the Spanish-American War Veterans and other like 
organizations is now about to be completed, and it is 
expected that by the end of October all details, includ- 
ing the election of officers for the new consolidated asso- 
ciation, together with the adoption of the rules and 
regulations, rituals, etc., will have been concluded . 

On the afternoon of Sept. 28 a parade of the loyal 
militia, the Spanish War Veterans and a_ number of 
civic societies was held, reviewed by Gov. Chamberlain, 
Mayor Studley and others. In the evening there was 

reception to the delegates in Woolsey Hall, of Yale 
University. . 

On Sept. 29 the delegates assembled in the hall of the 
Young Men’s Republican Club for their first business 
session. ‘The women composing the National Auxiliary 
of the veterans gathered at the same time in a room 
in the 24 Regiment Armory. 

Credentials were reported from 250 delegates, repre- 
senting nearly every State and Territory. The report 
of the national historian, J. Walter Mitchell, of Wash- 
ington, recommended that the commander-in-chief to be 
elected by the convention appoint a committee of three 
to urge Congress to provide for the establishment of a 
museum of war at Washington, to contain the relics of 
all the wars in which the United States. has engaged. 
The historian also urged national legislation to protect 
the official badge and button of the organization. 

An address was made by Chaplain General Woolsey 
in favor of immediate unification of all the associations 
of veterans of the war with Spain. The convention 








indorsed the proposition for a memorial college at Wash- 
ington, to be open to descendants of Spanish War vet- 
erans. 

The convention adjourned on the afternoon of Sept. 
30, to meet next year at the St. Louis Exposition. The 
election of officers resulted as follows: Commander-in- 
chief, Harold C. M. McGrew of Indiana; senior vice 
commander-in-chief, Capt. Champ 8S. Andrews of New 
York; junior vice commander-in-chief, Col. Lucien F. 
Bu of Waterbury; inspector general, Col. Frederick 
C. Kuelhurle, of New York; surgeon general, Dr. Frank 
W. Handley of Cincinnati; chaplain general, W. H. I. 
Reaney, U.S.N.; judge advocate general, Lieut. I. N. 
Kinney of Bay City, Mich.

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NEW NAVAL CASES IN COURT OF CLAIMS. 


Quite a number of interesting cases, involving pay of 
officers of the Navy, in various forms, are to come before 
the Court of Claims as soon as they can be prepared for 
hearing after it re-assembles. The case of Comdr. 
Robert G. Peck raises the question whether the Presi- 
dent had power to advance and promote a number of 
officers from one grade to another during the recess of 
the Senate, Aug. 10, 1898, to fill the vacancies occasioned 
by the advancement and promotion of Admirals Samp- 
son and Schley. It is claimed in the brief filed by 
Messrs. George A. and William B. King, that the Presi- 
dent has power to make recess appointments. Naval 
Constructor Robert Stocker claims $1,000 additional 
compensation as a member of the board for the inspec- 
tion of a steamer chartered to the War Department. It 
is claimed that services for the War Department, not 
being along the line of duty for an officer of the Navy, 
the officer is entitled to extra compensation for them, 
and this view is claimed to be re-enforced by the terms 
of the National Defence Appropriation, giving the Presi- 
dent the power to expend fifty million dollars at his sole 
discretion during the war period. 

The old question of shore or sea pay for receiving ship 
duty comes up again in a claim of Comdr. Dennis H. 
Mahan, for service while in command of the Nipsic at 
Bremerton. Almost all of his duty was in command of 
that vessel, and it is thus claimed that he satisfies the 
requirement made in recent decisions of the court, that 
where the duty is mingled sea and shore duty, the para- 
mount duty determines the pay which the officer should 
receive. It is also claimed that the character of his 
quarters, whether on shore or sea, is entirely immaterial, 
as while at them he was not on, but off duty. 

In the case of Lieut. William W. Bush, the questicn 
is whether an officer who is appointed to the Navy fron 
civil life, who has prior to that time been a cadet in the 
Naval Academy and served as a commanding officer, is 
entitled to count both his prior service in the Navy and 
the constructive credit allowed such officers by section 
13 of the Personnel act. The Treasury Department has 
decided that such officers are only entitled to count one 
of the two credits, but may take whichever is the more fa- 
vorable to them. It is claimed by Messrs King in their 
brief in this case that they are entitled to both. 

The question of the pay of a rear admiral of the nine 
lower numbers of that grade is not to be allowed to rest 
on the decision of the Supreme Court in the Rodgers 
case, holding that the rate of $5,500, subject to a re- 
duction of 15 per cent. for shore duty, constitutes the 
legal rate of pay of such rear admirals. It is now 
claimed that by the provision of the Personnel act, as 
amended by that of 1900, such rear admirals are entitled 
to the rate of pay fixed by section 1556 of the Revised 
Statutes, $6,000 on sea duty or $5,000 on shore duty. 

In the case of Comdr. Julien 8. Ogden, now deceased, 
it is claimed that under the same provision of law he is 
entitled to be paid from March 25, 1899, to June 30, 
1900, at the rate of pay fixed by the old Navy pay table 
for chief engineers, with the relative rank of commander, 
as he would have attained that relative rank on March 
25. 1899, but for the passage of the Personnel act. 

In all these cases the defenses of the Government are 
outlined in the adverse reports of the Treasury Depart- 
ment already filed in the court. The attorneys of the 
Department, replying to the extended briefs presented 
by the Messrs. King on behalf of the claimants, will 
amplify these defenses and probably present others 
which careful scrutiny of the claims may develop. 











NAVAL MEDICAL SCHOOL. 


The Naval Medical School opened for its second session 
at 10 a. m. on Oct. 1, with a class of thirty-one assist- 
ant surgeons for instruction. There were no ceremonies 
attending the opening beyond an address to the student- 
officers by the president of the faculty, Medical Director 
k. A. Marmion, explaining the object of the instruction, 
its nature and the rules and regulations of the institu- 
tion. Last years’ class numbered only twelve. Those 
who reported this year represented all who have been 
appointed to the Medical Corps of the Navy since Oc 
tober, 1902. Five of the number only completed their 
examination for admission on Sept. 30. ; 

The faculty of the school, with the branches taught, is 
as follows: Medical Director R. A. Marmion, president 
of the faculty, Hygiene (of ship, camp and hospital), 
and quarantine; Medical Director John W. Ross, mili- 
tary diseases and tropical medicine; Medical Director 
John C. Boyd, duties of naval medical otticers; Surg. 
C. F. Stokes, military surgery; Surg. BE. R. Stitt, Bac- 
teriology and Chemistry; P. A. Surg. T. D. Myers, Opth- 
almology; Lieut. D. L. Wilson, signals, physical drill, 
manual of the sword, extract from tactics, etc.; Mr. E. 
P. Hanna. solicitor of the Navy Dept., naval law.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The battleship Missouri will soon be subjected vo the 
preliminary machinery trials under control of the 
builders, and following a successful result the vessel 
will be completed for the official Government trials over 
the regulation course between Capes Ann and Porpoise. 
The workmanship on the Missouri is said by those in- 
terested to be the best of any of the 1 fleet of big 
ships turned out from the yards of the Newport News 
Company. 

After a pore, of idleness extending throu 
years, the Columbia is to be fitted for sea and will join 
the drill squadron at an early date. Although fitted 
with three screws, it is probable that the Columbia will 
cruise with one propeller, the center one being the one 
proposed by the Bureau of Steam Engineering, under 
whose supervision the engines of this vessel were de- 
signed and built. 

It is reported from Philadelphia, Pa., that a reo i- 
zation of the management of the William Cramp & 8 
Ship and Engine Building Company has been virtually 
decided upon. It is planned, it is said, to relieve Charles 
H. Cramp of many of his present duties, and, possibly, 
to change his official position in the concern. Mr. Cramp 
is taking a leading part in the working out of the plan, 
which he had in mind even before the recent rehabilita- 
tion of the company and the putting of its affairs under 
the supervision of banking interests, which provided the 
new capital. 

The U.8.8. Kearsarge, which arrived at the navy 
yard New York, Sept. 25, will, it is expected, remain 
there under repairs until about Oct. 15. As to the re- 
cent target practice of the Kearsarge it is reported that 
the two 13-inch guns in the after turret averaged 62 1-2 
per cent., which is a good showing. The 8-inch guns in 
the after turret averaged 70 per cent. of hits. his is 
considered excellent. The other gun crews did not do 
so well, it is said. This is partly accounted for by the 
fact that the Kearsarge has been doing hard work this 
summer and has not had the opportunity for practice 
given to the other ships. 

The U.S.S. Maine left Hampton Roads, Va., Sept. 28 
fou her gun trials, in command of Capt. BE. H. C. Leutze. 
Phe primary object of the trial was to test the turrets 
which it is stated left no doubt as to their strength, and 
the ability to withstand the big charges of the 12-inch 
guns without injury, The Maine returned to Hampton 
Roads Sept. 29 and is now at Newport News, Va. The 
Board of Inspection, it is stated, reported that the arma- 
ment was subjected to the severest trials. The 12-inch 
guns, of which there are two in each fore and aft tur- 
ret, were fired several rounds singly. This was im- 
mediately followed by three double rounds from each 
turret, and an examination of the turrets sowed no de- 
fect, nor was the ship strained by the firing. The firing

The U.S. gunboat Newport has been ordered to Boston 
to take part in the welcoming to this country of the 
Hionourable Artillery Company of London. he Chi- 
cago and Atlanta and the training ship Alliance already 
are there. Rear Admiral Mortimer L. Johnson, com- 
menkant of the Boston Navy Yard, will represen t the 
Navy, 

The refrigerator ship Celtic went out of commission 
at the navy yard, Puget Sound, Washington, Sept. 18 
Hier officers were ordered home on waiting orders and 
her crew of 71 men were transferred to the U.S.S8. Nipsic. 
All members of the crew who have over six months to 
serve will be transferred to the Pacific squadron. 

The Navy Department is informed that ‘the orpedo- 
boat destroyer Hopkins was placed in cuumealion at the 
League Island Navy Yard, with Lieut, M. M. Taylor, 
U.S.N., in command. The Hopkins will be tested as to 
her capabilities as a sea boat and if found satisfactory 
will probably form one of the flotilla to go out to the 
Philippines this fall, 

The Navy Department is informed by cable of the 
safe arrival at Shanghai of the Monterey, Pompey, Jus- 
tin ani El Cano. hese vessels have, until recently, 
been at Chefoo, where they participated in the late 
maneuvers of the Asiatic Squadron under command of 
Rear Admiral Evans. One or more of these vessels 
= probably be sent to Manila in the immediate tu- 
ure. 

It is probable that the Crescent Shipbuilding Compan 
will be allowed to complete the waleae Ghothencemans 
the torpedoboats Nicholson and O’Brien, the contracts 
for which were recently cancelled by the Navy Depart- 
ment because of the great delay in work on these ves- 
sels. At the request of the company, Rear Admiral 
I rancis T. Bowles, Chief Constructor of the Navy, 
submitted his conditions, which include the assurance 
by the company that work will be promptly resumed and 
continued without further interruption. The conditions 
have been under consideration by the company for some 
time, and Rear Admiral Bowles has granted an extension 
of time of ten days for the company to decide whether 
it will comply with them. The company will, no doubt, 
do all they possibly can to extricate themselves from 
financial troubles. The consideration shown by the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair in dealing with this 
matter is further evidence of the policy of the Navy 
Department to aid in every legitimate way the private 
shipbuilding interests of the country. In the summer it 
was fear the financial troubles of those companies 
belonging to the shipbuilding trust might prove so grave 
as to make it inexpedient for Congress to appropriate 
for more than two new ships this year. Recent reports 
show, however, that the deliveries of steel are much more 
prompt and the shipbuilding outlook is not the matter 
of concern to the Department that it was a month ago. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Standard says that 
the battleship to be launched at Krupp’s Germania 
Dockyards, at Kiel Sept. 18 belongs to the new 
Braunschweig type. These ships are of 13,200 tons 
and are fitted with engines of 16,000 indicated horse- 
power. They are armeu with the new 28 and 17 centi- 
eave prea guns, have a length of 121 meters

Speaking of the trials of H. M. 8. Euro 
conditions to test her boilers, a correspondent gre The 
Engineer says: “This, amongst other things, such as 
raw stokers, chance staffs and coal ‘as it comes,’ means 
that a ship while doing full speed is liable to be stopped 
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dead at any moment, with, of course, a corresponding 
strain upon the boilers. In theory, of course, such 
strains should not be given, but till naval captains know 
a good deal more about naval engineering than they do 
at present, boilers will always have to stand the chance. 
In action, too, such sudden stops will have to be made, 
and boilers that cannot stand it must go to the scrap 
heap, whatever other virtues they may possess.”

A bill for the re-organization of Army bands has been 
sent to many of the leading musical organizations 
throughout the country and seems to meet with general 
favor so far as known. It provides for one bandmaster 
to be a warrant officer, receiving his appointment from 
the Secretary of War and having full control of his 
men under the general direction of the officer under 
whose immediate command he may be. It is proposed 
to pay the bandmaster $100 a month with longevity in- 
crease and eligibility to retirement. ‘There is to be one 
sergeant to act as assistant bandmaster and to have 
charge of all papers and properties belonging to this 
organization, his pay to be $50 per month; one drum 
major who shall instruct trumpeters, head band on 
parades and play an instrument at all concerts, pay 
$45 per month; two duty sergeants and two duty cor- 
porals to be selected from second class and be paid ac- 
cording to their rank; twelve first class privates at $40; 
fourteen second class privates at $30 r month, and 
one cook at $18 per month. Each member of the band 
to own his own instrument, which must be of an Ameri- 
can manufacture. It is argued that in this way the 
performer will be much better satisfied and we shall 
get a better class of instruments which will improve 
the quality of our music. It is asserted that the Govern- 
ment can save enough on instruments, fittings, repairs, 
etc., to pay this increase of wages. It is proposed to 
further provide that no member of a band shall be al- 
lowed to accept outside engagements, the playing of 
Army bands being strictly confined to the post or 
garrison.

Referring to telegram from your office of 3d instant, 
you are advised that while the Philippine coinage law 
does not modify the legal requirements of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, the Secretary of War di- 
rects yeu to encourage in all proper ways the use and cir- 
culation of the new currency. To that end you will cause 
contracts for services and supplies to be made in Philip- 
pine pesos in all practicable cases to the exclusion of 
Mexicans and other forms of local exchange. Until 
further orders the new coinage may be received in pay- 
ment for sale of subsistence and other stores to officers 
and enlisted men at the rates authorized by law without 
any cost exchange. Paymasters will keep themselves 
provided with such amounts of the new coinage as are 
necessary to enable them to pay officers and enlisted 
men such portions of their pay as they may desire to 
obtain in new coinage. The foregoing instructions are 
not to be understood as authorizing a change in the 
established methods of accounting for public moneys in 
the hands of disbursing officers of the United States.

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BURIAL PLACE OF PAUL JONES. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 26, 1903. 
To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND’ NAVy JOURNAL: 

In the name of the Paul Jones chapter, Daughters of 
the American Revolution (which I had the honor to 
organize to honor the Navy), let me thank you for 
editorial comment in last issue. It may not be generally 
known that the remains of Paul Jones lie beneath a 
dwelling house in Rue des Ecluses Saint-Martin, in the 
northern part of Paris. This land was once a Protest- 
ant cemetery and was sold by the French government 
a few months after the burial of Jones, which took 
place July 18, 1792. It is now private property. Dur- 
ing the Commune the burial registers applying to this 
cemetery were destroyed, but four years ago a copy of 
the register or transcript relating to Jones was found 
by M. Albert de Ricaudy, who feels reasonably sure 
of the location. In a letter written three weeks after 
the death of Paul Jones to his sisters, are these words: 
“His body was put in a leaden casket on the 20th (July) 
ir. case the U.S., whom he so essentially served, an 
with so much honor to himself, should claim his re- 
mains, they might more easily be removed.” 

It has been the aim of Paul Jones chapter to arouse 
au interest and sentiment sufficient to have the remains 
brought home and buried in Arlington. Meantime the 
chapter has succeeded in having a handsome new school- 
house named for him here, and is endeavoring to induce 
the U.S. Government to erect a statue to his memory 
at Annapolis. Paul Jones Chapter takes the initiative, 
and for several years has sought for recognition of the 
founder of the American Navy.

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THE ARMY THE NATION’S PRIDE. 


From the Kansas City Chronicle. 

The efforts of organized labor to discourage enlist- 
ments in the Army wil! ever be vain and impotent-- 
doubly so because of the conviction deeply rooted in the 
mumds of the people that such efforts are akin to treason, 
In times of peace our Army has never been big enough to 
excite any reasonable fear of militarism. At present it is 
of « size no larger than is necessary for actual use, and 
to preserve its entity. 

Our Army has never shown any inclination to arro- 
gate unauthorized power nor to assume any TFesponsi- 
bility beyond what is imposed upon it by the administra. 
tion through which it acts. When the President orders 
it to go to Alaska, to the Cherokee strip or to a district 
visited by calamity, to maintain the law, it goes there 
and does its duty; when he commands it to quell a riot 
which interferes with the Government’s functions, it 
quelly that riot, returns to barracks and is heard of and 
seen no more except as an ornament in celebrations, 
or when by reason of some daring exploration or great 
invention individual officers and soldiers have received 
the praise of the world. It is a quiet, unostentatious, 
hard-working institution, made out of the people and 
acting in sympathy and harmony with them. 

We of the West, especially, have an affection for the 
Army, for it has been the advance guard of civilization. 
it preceded the settler along our vast frontiers. It 
biazed the trails for emigrants and prospectors, con- 
yoyed their supplies, protected them from Indians, lent 
them a helping hand in their difficulties, and saved them 
from suffering, starvation and death in many an exigency 
when hope was abandoned. In return for this service 
we have done the Army honor, by inscribing imperish- 
ably on the country’s map names of Lewis, Clarke, Fre- 
mont and scores of other heroes who opened and de- 
fended the overland route clean through to Oregon and 
Cahfornia. 

There is not a state west of the Alleghanies which 
has not paid like tribute to the Army. The big cities of 
to-day are the forts of a generation ago, and the course 
which the ox team.and the prairie schooner took on their 
laborious march to the Pacific is still as clearly marked 
os if their wagon ruts in the red and yellow soil were 
yet not washed away. Up the Missouri, and through 
the Yellowstone valley; along the sandy wastes of the 
Platte, and parallel with the sweeping curves of the 
WWansas and the Arkansas rivers, or wherever he went, 
tbe hardy frontierman found that the Army had gone 
beiore and prepared the way with havens of rest and 
safety. Over the western slope of the Rockies, through 
the canyons, across the upland deserts of Utah and 
Nevada, and down the Sierras in every stategic point, 
its outposts were established and the armed and blue- 
coated soldier with encouraging cheers responded to the 
“Westward Ho!” of the determined pioneer until his 
jcurney’s end at the Golden Gate, the Columbia River 
ov Puget Sound. 

There isn’t an organized body of men in this country 
nor in any other country which can down such an 
army. Its record of toil and self-denial, of glory and 
patriotism, has endeared it to the heart of the nation 
which it so meritoriously serves, and to assail it unjustly, 
as many labor organizations are now doing, is a treach- 
erous act condemned by every true American.”

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Governor Taft, of the Philippines, cabled to the War 
Department under date of Sept. 23 as follows: “Ola, 
leader of the ladrones of Albay, and thirty of his follow- 
ers, with thirty rifles, have surrendered to Bandholtz 
at Guinobatan. Ola promises to bring in all other arms. 
Betts, governor of the Province, reports that this is the 
beginning of the end of disorder in the Province.” The 
Bandholtz mentioned in this despatch is Capt. Harry H. 
Bandholtz, 2d U.S. Inf., colonel and assistant chief, 
Lhilippine Constabulary. 

Two former American soldiers named Rudd and Black 
respectively, who recently escaped from the United States 
military prison on Malagi Island, in Laguna de Bay, 
Luzon, have been killed by natives. The latter claim 
that the killing took place during an attempt to capture 
the fugitives. 

Filipe Kalbaza, president of the so-called Nationalist 
party of the Philippines, was arrested in Manila Sept. 
25 on charges of fomenting the disturbances in the north” 
ern province of Luzon, where a guerilla warfare has been 
carried on recently by ladrones against the peaceably in- 
clined natives. 

According to a report compiled by Capt. John 8S. 
Battle, 11th U.S. Inf., who, at the time, was adjutant of 
the military post of Manila, the strength of the post 
on July 31 was 3.517 officers and men divided as follows: 
Santa Mesa, 648; Malate Barracks, 495; Luneta Bar- 
racks, 157; Cuartel de Meisic, 603; Pasay Barracks, 193 ; 
Artillery garrison, Cuartel de Espana, 453; Engineer 
garrison, 218; medical department, 43. 

Governor Taft, of the Philippines, has received addi- 
tional reports of distress among the natives of Batangas, 
Negros, ‘Tayabas and Cebu, the result of failure of the 
crops, owing to the ravages of locusts. The Government 
is now distributing $35,000 worth of rice among the af- 
flicted districts, which is to be paid for in work. 

It appears from the returns of the commerce of the 
Philippines for May, 1903, as published by the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs of the War Department, that the for- 
eign trade of the islands aggregated for the month 
$6,872,992, exclusive of Government supplies and gold 
and silver, being even greater than that reported for 
April of the present year, the value of which exceeded 
that for any previous single month since American oc- 
cupation. Importations amounted to $3,391,655, being 
considerably in excess of the monthly average as a result 
of heavy purchases of foodstuffs, rice imports alone ap- 
proximating nearly $1,750,000. The outgoing trade for 
the month of May included shipments of Philippine pro- 
ducts to the value of $3,481,327. For eleven months 
ended May 31, 1908, the total trade amounted to 
$60,576,245, while for the corresponding period of 1902 
the value was $50,824,000. 

Within a year Manila will have a complete modern 
electric street railway system with forty miles of track 
extending throughout the business section and through 
the suburbs. Heretofore the chief street passenger traf- 
fic of Manila has been taken care of by a few horse cars 
and 6,000 caromattas and other vehicles drawn by small 
native horses. The fares on the electric system will be 
four and six cents. The line will run from half a mile 








beyond Malate on the south to Caloocan on the north. 
Material is being supplied from this country and Belgium. 

In compliance with notice from the Secretary of War 
directing that hereafter all vacancies in civilian posi- 


tions above the grade of mere laborers paid out of the 
United States funds under the War Department at large 
(except those pertaining to the transport service) shall 
be filled as provided by the United States civil service 
rules. Major Gen. James F. Wade, U.S.A., commanding 
the Division of the Philippines, has ordered that officers 
desiring to have such vacancies filled will, before comply- 
ing with the requirements of par. 808, A.R., obtain 
certification of eligibles by the Philippine civil service 
board. 

Speaking of the return to Manila of Col. Albert L. 
Myer, U.S.A., who had charge of the Surigao expedi- 
tion, the Manila Freedom says: “Col. Albert L. Myer, 
who has just come up from Surigao, says he does not 
know who takes the credit for having cleaned up that 
province. ‘We do not,’ says the Colonel, with soldierly 
modesty, ‘for we merely did what we were sent to do. 
There is no particular credit about that sort of thing.’ 
There speaks the man as well as the soldier. Colonel 
Myer’s record is proof of his spirit, and the straightfor- 
ward utterance, disclaiming credit for duty of the most 
arduous and trying sort, in an absolutely unknown 
country, is the sort of thing every American is proud to 
hear an officer say, especially when he means it.” 


Major William A. Glassford, Signal Corps, U.S.A., in 
charge of military telegraph lines in the Philippines, 
states that the revenues of the lines last year were 
$382,000 and the expenses $320,000, leaving a credit bal- 
ance of $62,000, which sum, in the ordinary course, was 
turned over to the treasury and then re-appropriated. 
In this service Major Glassford employs 191 Filipino 
messengers, clerks and repair men, who are giving sat- 
isfaction in their work. Questioned as to the compe- 
tence of Filipinos for transmitting telegraph messages, 
the Major said: “Well, I’ve no prejudice to any color 
so long as the individual has brains. The difficulty is 
to get a Filipino with brains.” 


Reports from Manila say that embezzlements and 
petty delinquencies on the part of employees in the Phil- 
ippine civil service have been so numerous during the 
past year that the Civil Government is now taking a 
stand with the object of stopping further trouble of this 
kind. These manifold defalcations have been sufficiently 
numerous to create a bad impression on Filipinos. The 
Manila Times says they have increased so rapidly that 
the question of suppressing them has become second only 
to ladronism.

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The question of whether a solder is entitled to pay, 
clothing and travel pay for the sea portion of the dist- 
ance covered in returning from the place of his discharge 
to the place of his enlistment was settled this week in an 


opinion of the Comptroller of the Treasury. He decided, 
in brief, that a soldier is not entitled to such pay and 
allowances, and held that the soldier is entitled to 
transportation and subsistence only for the part of the 
distance he covers in returning to where he enlisted. 
The point was raised by Chester E. Nevius, a private in 
the 14th Battery, Field Art., who was discharged in 
Manila, having enlisted in Philadelphia. He returned 
to this country by the way of the Suez Canal at his own 
wish and at his own expense. He was given pay and 
travel pay for the distance from San Francisco to 
Philadelphia. He put in claim for pay, clothing and 
travel pay for the distance from Manila to San Fran- 
cisco, which is disallowed. 

The Secretary of the Navy this week asked of the 
Comptroller decisions on the following: What rate of 
pay will be allowed to a chaplain, carried on the rolls 
of a vessel, doing duty thereon, but who lives ashore and 
by permission of the Secretary of the Navy does not 
pay a mess bill? He also does not occupy quarters 
aboard the ship. That is, shore pay or sea pay? 2. 
What rate of pay shall be allowed a midshipman whose 
accounts are carried on board a vessel, who is attend- 
ing the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and who 
does not occupy quarters or pay a mess bill? The 
Comptroller decided in the case of the chaplain that 
nnder the circumstances stated he is not performing sea 
duty and is not entitled to sea pay, but to shore pay. 
In the case of the midshipman he decides’ that the offi- 
eer is not entitled to sea pay when at the Institute of 
Technology, but to $500 a year. 

The Comptroller has also decided that pay clerks at- 
tached to receiving ships, such as the Southery, are en- 
titled to compensation at the rate of $1,300 a year, but 
not to a ration allowance,

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SOME NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 


Colonel Appleton, 7th N.Y., in orders directing the re- 
sumption of drills, among other things says: “An analy- 
sis of the work performed at the State camp during the 
past season indicates careful preliminary instruction 
for field service during the winter drills in the Armory. 
It demonstrated that the captains brought their com- 
panies to such a state of efficiency that no time was 
required for rudimentary drill instruction in the field; 
consequently the commanding officer was able to carry 
out his prearranged program without material change, 
notwithstanding that very trying conditions of weather 
prevailed (conditions, however, that may be expected 
and must be met). With their customary courtesy and 
kindness the Superintendent of West Point, Colone) 
Mills, and the Commandant, Colonel Treat, a demon- 
stration in force (simulated) by the Cadets of the Mili- 
tary Academy was made upon the regiment on Thursday 
morning. This was in no sense a sham fight, but it was 
intended that if any weak point in the chain could be 
discovered, it was to be forced, the regiment giving way 
if any portion of it was flanked or if a commanding 
position on higher ground was seized by the enemy. 
All the duty required was intelligently and carefully 
carried out and the commanding officer was kept wel) 
informed of the progress of affairs at the front of the 
chain of outposts, the left flank resting on the Hudson 
River, the right flank on the Annsville Creek. The re- 
sults attained were entirely satisfactory to all.in charge. 
Reports and maps submitted by officers and non-com. 
missioned officers in command of detachments are ex- 
tremely gratifying to the Colonel, and will be forwarded 
to the brigade commander. The commanding officer also 
desires to commend officers and men for the prompt and 
correct pitching of the camp, the precision attending all 
ceremonies, the observance of military courtesy, and 
the intelligent manner in which the guard duty was 
handled, especially by the men on post. The regimental 
and company commissary work was up to the standard. 
The rifle practice of the entire regiment at Creedmoor 
was excellent. Its large companies, with practically 
one hundred per cent, present, evidenced their ability 
to make high scores in the skirmish runs under the com- 
mand of their officers. This, it seems to the Colonel, is 
the highest test of military efficiency with the rifle, 
and in this the regiment has stood unexcelled for many 
years. It is also gratifying to record the fine work of 
the regimental team, and also of the representatives of 








the DN gee who accompanied the United States team 
to Bisley, and who also served on the State team that 
upheld the honor of the State at Sea Girt.”

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COLORADO NATIONAL GUARD. 


Colorado National Guardsmen in command of General 
Chase have been fearlessly performing their duty in 
putting down and rounding up the lawless element, in- 
cident to the miners’ strike at Cripple Creek. On Sept. 
26, a detail of troops under the direction of Lieutenant 
McMilland went to Independence and Altman looking for 
certain men charged with having made open threats 
against the National Guard and its officers. Joseph 
Lynch, a marshal, was disarmed, brought to camp and 
and placed with the other prisoners in the guard tent. 
The commander also left a squad of Cavalry surround- 
ing the house that had been occupied by Mr. Dods- 
worth, a labor leader, with instructions not to allow 
any one in or out of the lines. C. J. Kennison, president 
of District Union No. 1, who is confined to the guard 
house at Camp Goldfield, became abusive and refused 
to obey the order of one of the sentries and was ordered 
into his tent. The sentry laid his rifle on the ground and 
pushed the strike leader into his tent. General Chase 
on Sept. 29 accepted service of habeas corpus writs in 
the case of Kennison and other military prisoners. Mr. 
Crump, one of the leading counsel for the military said 
that the proceedings would be regular in each case and 
that efforts would be made to show that the military 
had right to the custody of the men. 

Adjutant General -Bell, in answer to numerous criti- 
cisms as to the acts of the military under his command 
states that “as long as the present troops are in the 
field in the Cripple Creek district law and order will be 
strictly maintained to the very smallest fraction thereof, 
and any violators thereof in the minutest form will be 
promptly arrested and dealt with to the fullest extent. 
A sufficient force will be kept in the district so long as 
there is any present need or possible need of their pres- 
ence. This necessity is to be determined by the judg- 
ment of the Governor, and his commanders in the field, 
and by no one else. The unlawful population and pro- 
fessional agitators do not amount to ten per cent, as 
compared with the great body of workers who will be 
protected. if it is necessary to muster into service every 
able-bodied man in the State, and if it bankrupts the 
State of Colorado for a few days. There will be no 
strike disturbances, and business cessation, while the 
Hon. James H. Peabody is Governor, and incidentally, 
while I am his military representative and adjutant 
general of the State of Colorado. My term of office 
does not expire until April 1, 1906,”

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THE ALASKAN CABLE. 


The Midnight Sun, an illustrated magazine devoted 
to-the interests of the Far North and the Far East and 
published in Seattle, Wash., in its opening issue, for 
September, gives some account of the Alaskan cable and 
the U.S. Signal Corps. It says in part: 

“The work of installing the offices, as well as the lay- 
ing of the Alaskan cable, will be under the direct super- 
vision of Col. James Allen, assisted by Captains Russell 
and Burnell, and Lieutenant Chandler, U.S. Signal 
Corps, all of whom have had a wide experience extending 
from Alaska to the Philippines, while the civilian branch 
of the work will be looked after by David Lynch, the 
cable expert, and Henry Winter, cable engineer, an ex- 
perienced navigator. Although not appearing upon the 
surface, as a member of the cable laying staff, the chief 
engineer of the Burnside, Mr. A. J. Rick, has contributed 
in no small degree to the successful work of the ship, 
through the mechanical precision employed in maintain- 
ing the required tension, When it is considered that the 
Burnside is practically the pioneer of American cable 
lavers, and that she has succeeded in laying over 2,000 
miles of deep sea cable in foreign charted waters, en- 
tirely under the supervision of American engineers, her 
record is one that not only reflects credit upon the crew, 
but the War Department generally. The Burnside will 
not be able to start on her northern trip before Sept. 1, 
but it is confidently expected that she will have the en- 
tire work completed and communication established be- 
tween Seattle and Juneau by Nov. 15 at the latest. — 

“Much of the credit for the great victory in securing 
cable connections in the Philippines, as well as for the 
successful effort made in behalf of the Alaskan cable, 
is due to the intelligent and untiring efforts of the Unit- 
ed States Signal Corps. The Signal Corps never fal- 
tered in its staunch claim that the American people could 
not only lay, but conduct a cable just as well as the 
people across the pond. That it was right is proven by 
the fact that it has succeeded through the efforts of Gen- 
eral Greely, Gen, James Allen, Major George O. Squier, 
Captain Russell, Lieutenant Chandler and others, in lay- 
ing 2,000 miles of wire in Spanish charted waters, with 
an ordinary Army transport ship. This transport, a 
captured and converted Spanish merchant ship at that, 
is paying it out in Alaskan waters, at the rate of 125 
miles a day, practically doing its own surveying in A 
thousand fathoms of water, with less concern than a 
New Foundland fisherman pays out a halibut line. Such 
is the power of intellect, as it is reflected in the Signal 
Corps of the United States. While the honors for the 
Alaskan part of the work are great enough to afford 
just credit to all, a good portion is due Capt. G. C. Bur- 
nell, who spent three years directing the work in Alaska, 
during which he built and installed 1,210 miles of tele- 
graph. It is but fitting therefore that he should be 
placed in charge of the Seattle cable office, where his 
knowledge of the interior of Alaska will be of value. 
Here’s to the Signal Corps—the forerunner of civiliza- 
tion.”

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 
The Ludwig Loewe Company of Berlin has completed 
an order for 100,000,000 cartridges for Turkey. The 


last of them, it is understood, are in transit. This com- 
pany is also delivering to Turkey single shot Mausers, 
which were formerly used by the German army. 

A committee of cavalry officers is considering the ques- 
tion of the revision of field service equipment for Bri- 
tish cavalry. 

A Russian Imperial ukase recently issued orders the 
suppression of the corps of Finnish cadets, to remove the 
troops from the influence of the Finnish upper classes. 

The Aden correspondent of the London Daily Tele- 
graph declares that when Major General Egerton was 
in want of pumps and telegraphed to London for three 
“Parson’s pumps,” they sent him three chaplains, Church 
of England, Scottish and Roman Catholic. 

The Militar-Zeitung of Vienna states that the new 
howitzers for the Austrian army, with the new explo- 
sive shells which will be fired from them, were to be 
tested on August 26, 27 and 28, against a fortification 
built of iron and stone, and then covered with earth. 
It is erected on a hill five miles distant from Neumarkt, 
from which latter place it was to be bombarded by the 
new howitzers. The leading military authorities were 
to be present. Not only are the howitzers new, but the 
explosive shells fired from them are also of a new type, 
ard both were tested against a fortification of new con- 
struction. 

As a protest against alleged bad treatment by their 
commanding officer all the men of the 6th Battery of 
Field Artillery of the Dutch army, stationed at Amster- 
dam, have struck work and deserted. Extensive meas- 
ures have been taken by the authorities because similar 
action is feared by another battery. 

Should the old battleship Inflexible, which is now for 
sale, find a purchaser the Admiralty offer to buy back 
the turrets for experimental purposes. 

It is found that the rifles of British Royal Marines 
disembarking from ships have in some way or other be- 
come magnetized, and are practically useless. Such 
cases in the future are to be specially reported upon, and 
in cases where the men are unable to give satisfactory 
explanations they will be liable for the expense of mak- 
ing good the damage. It would seem that the rifles and 
bayonets are influenced by the powerful electric dynamos 
on board the ships, 

In view of an order recently issued by M. Pelletan, 
suppressing the full dress of the French naval officers, 
upon the ground chiefly of the unnecessary expense in- 
volved, Le Yacht advises the officers concerned not to 
be in too great a hurry to make away with the garments 
which constitute their “grande tenue,” since in these 
days of continual change who can say whether a suc- 
ceeding Minister may not once more establish naval 
full dress? 

In the latest Belleisle experiments the torpedo which 
was fastened to the side of the specially-prepared com- 
partment seems on explosion to have blown in a very 
large hole. The vessel sank on the mud, and it is now 
reported that great difficulty is likely to be experienced 
in raising her for the purpose of examination. The 
Lords of the Admiralty were anxious to know whether 
corn pith cellulose was a good plugging material, and 
the Belleisle has given a very definite answer in the 
negative. No effectual plugging substance has yet been 
invented, says the Western Be News, while the 
instaneous effect of the Belleisle’s torpedo leaves us 
in some doubt as to whether such a plugging substance 
can be invented, for to be effectual it must be acted upon 
in the minutest fraction of a second. 

The Paris correspondent of the London Times writes 
that “the Minister of War has granted a piece of ground 
on the Paris fortifications for the construction of a dock 
for the Ministry of Marine, 200 meters long by 15 
meters wide, for testing models of vessels for the French 
navy. Each model will be constructed after the plans 
of the marine engineers for the full-sized constructions, 
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and will be fitted with guns and machinery propor- 
tioned to its bulk. The models will be formed into 
squadrons, in order to permit evolutions to take place 
and thus enable the naval constructor to form an esti- 
mate of the fighting force and speed of the different 
eraft. After the miniature vessels have been thoroughly 
tested, under what may be described as service condi- 
tions, they will be placed in the naval museum.” 

In an Army order the Emperor of Austria-Hungary 
has very emphatically, and most wisely, said “no” to the 
demand of the Hungarian party that orders to the Hun- 
garian organizations in his army be given in Hungarian. 
“United and undivided as it is,” he says, “so shall my 
Army remain.” 

According to the “Militar Wochenblatt” the supply of 
horses in Italy is steadily increasing; in 1894 it was 
702,390, while in 1900 it was 741,739. The quality is 
also improving, and Italy is now in a position to supply 
sufficient horses for her 24 cavalry regiments out of her 
own stock. 

It is understood that the Goschen Committee on the 
British Nava) Service do not favor the system of pro- 
motion by selection, believing that it would open the 
door too widely for the exercise of favoritism. 

The large stee] works at Terni were mainly estab- 
lished by the assistance of the Italian government, The 
steel made there was excellent, and the government in- 
sisted that it should be used by Armstrongs for the 
making of guns for the Italian navy, although British 
steel would have cost less money. Messrs. Armstrong 
now have their own steel works at Pozzuoli, and are 
consequently independent of the Terni works. 

It is stated that an American syndicate has proposed 
to the Russian government to construct a canal from 
the Baltic to the Black Sea for the sum of $160,000,000, 
which is one-third less than the estimated official cost. 

Soldiers of the British army, not below the rank of 
sergeant, who incur such loss of teeth as would other- 
wise cause their discharge as invalids, are to be pro- 
vided with artificial teeth at the public expense, if, in 
the opinion of the medical officer, they will thereby be 
rendered efficient. 
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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

“Four Years Under Marse Robert,” published by the 
Neale Publishing Company, New York and Washington, 
is a record of the impressions of service under Gen. 
Robert E. Lee retained by a soldier of his Army, Robert 
Stiles, major of Artillery in the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia, after an interval of nearly forty years. The author 
dedicates his volume to Lee as “that great captain to 
whom the world to-day attributes more of the loftiest 
virtues and power of humanity with less of its gross- 
ness and littleness, than to any other military hero in 
history.” The world is a large place, Major Stiles, and 
there may be some in it who will question whether you 
hold their power-of-attorney to vote General Lee into a 
place superior to that of all other soldiers including 
George Washington. It might have been wise to have re- 
frained from thus challenging the world’s opinion in 
advance of your narrative. The story is an interesting 
one and it gives an insight into the spirit and purposes 
of that grand army of Southern soldiers which Lee led 
to frequent victory and final defeat. Major Stiles 
claims ‘for the Army of Northern Virginia some pe- 
culiar characteristics, as well as a fuller and finer de- 
velopment of the soldierly character in general, because of 
the circumstances under which that army fought, and es- 
pecially the leader, whose banner it had followed.” “But, 
after all, the heroic story I have told,” he says, “is in no 
small degree a normal product and outcome of a grand 
system of physical,,mental and moral training, which has 
been little understood and grossly misconceived and mis- 
represented.” This is a sentiment that will be heartily 
responded to by all who have shouldered a musket or worn 
a sword in battle, and this book will be read with in- 
terest by the soldiers of the North, as well as by those of 
the South, and with interest and special profit by those of 
a later generation who wish to get nearer to the spirit and 
the heart of the great conflict than they can by reading 
histories, written at second hand. Major Stiles will 
help them to realize the truth of what he quotes from 
Dr. Talmage, who says: “The sword has developed the 
grandest natures the world ever saw * * There 
are thousands among the Northern and Southern vet- 
erans of our Civil War who are ninety-five per cent. 
larger and mightier in soul than they would have been 
had they not, during the four years of national agony, 
turned their back on house and fortune, and at the front 
sacrificed all for a principle.” 

Dr. J. C. O'Connell has published through the Trades- 
Unionist Press, Washington, D.C., a new edition of his 
interesting work on “The Irish in the Revolution and the 
Civil War” so enlarged as to include biographical notes 
relating to Irishmen or Americans of Irish extraction in 
the Spanish and Philippine Wars “and every walk of 
life.” The price of the work is one dollar, and applica- 
tions should be addressed to Dr. J. C. O'Connell, No. 

Besides 
being the author of several interesting works, Dr. O’Con- 
nell is a brother of Lieut. Col. John J. O'Connell, 3d 
U.S. Inf., and uncle of Capt. John J. O’Connell, 28th 
U.S. Inf. 

The Right Rev. John Hogan, Bishop of Kansas City, 
Is the author of a very useful little volume on “Nautical 
Distances and How to Compute Them,” the idea of 
which originated at the time of the Spanish-American 
War, from a desire on the part of its author to ascertain 





as nearly as possible when and where the hostile fleets 
of these countries might be in conflict. Finding no book 
which gave just the information desired, Bishop Hogan 
prepared for his own use a manuscript setting forth the 
relative positions of many ports, the is of the present 
work, stated to be the only known book of its kind. A 
list of the principal ports and many cities of the world 
with their latitude and longitude is given, followed by a 
general rule whereby, with this-data as a basis, the 
distance between two points may be found by a mathe- 
matical formula involving nothing more elaborate than 
the extraction of a square root. further extensive list 
gives the calculated distances in statute miles between 
each principal port and a number of other points, and the 
distances of a series of courses, such as that to the Phil- 
ippines by different routes and with different stops en 
route. The volume is issued from the press of the Hud- 
son-Kimberly Publishing Co., Kansas City, Mo. 

The “Official Proceedings at the Dedication of Com- 
modore George Hamilton Perkins” at Concord, N.H., 
on April 25, 1902, have been published in a neat volume 
by order of the Governor and Council, the frontispiece 
giving an excellent idea of the handsome monument, a 
bronze statue of Commodore Perkins, seven and one-half 
feet high, standing within a niche in a granite structure 
which is in the form of an exedra, or semi-circular seat, 
terminating at the ends with granite pedestals, the whole 
being 42 feet in length and twenty feet high. 

Capt. Johu A. Lockwood, U.S.A., retired, has pre- 
pared a useful “‘Cadet’s Handbook,” a manual intended 
especially for military students at colleges and academies, 
which contains much valuable information in convenient 
form. Some account is given of the growth and present 
wide-spread popularity of military drills and instruction 
in schools and colleges in this country, followed by a 
consideration of the general advantages of military dis- 
cipline and duties of cadet officers. An outline is given 
of the composition of the United States Army, of its 
line, staff and administrative departments. The National 
Guard is considered, with the general principles of its 
organization, constitutional provisions relating to it, the 
duties of its officers, and the procedure of courts-mar- 
tial. Orders, correspondence and rosters are described 
and explained, examples of blanks for the various forms 
of military record being added at the end of the volume. 
A chapter is devoted to flags and honors, and the rela- 
tions between civil and military authority. The princi- 
ples of military engineering, of military hygiene, first 
aid to the wounded, camping, marches, etc., are ex- 
plained, and some account is given of the chief points of 
military strategy, the supply of armies, and like matters. 
Two chapters of special value to the youthful soldier 
ambitious to enter upon a permanent military career 
give full information relative to appointment and ad- 
mission to the U.S. Military Academy, and the means 
of obtaining commissions in the U.S. Army. An ap- 
pendix gives the articles of war. In compact form this 
volume covers all the points essential to the training 
along military lines of boys and young men. It has a2 
number of illustrations, and is published by Hudson- 
Kimberly, Kansas City, Mo. 

“The Cavalry Horse and His Pack,” is an excellent 
illustrated volume by Lieut. John J. Boniface, 4th 
Cav., embracing in a very thorough manner the practi- 
eal details of the Cavalry service. Its object, which 
is well carried out, is to brmg together in one volume 
and place in the hands of the young Cavalry officer the 
duties and responsibilities which confront him from the 
moment he joins his troops, and to make clear to him 
how things are done in the Cavalry. Lieutenant Boni- 
fice’s work is the result of his ten years’ practical ex- 
perience and of a careful consultation of professiona: 
works pertaining to the Cavalry horse and his pack, 
with much additional information gathered from the 
experience of other officers. Tactical matters are not 
touched upon, but full consideration is given the daily 
duties in the field or on post. Lieutenant Boniface 
writes with an evident and genuine love for the Cavalry, 
and bespeaks for his work “the generous consideration 
of his seniors, from whom we younger officers have 
learned whatever we may know of our branch of the 
Service, and who have given us such splendid past 
achievements that we must bestir ourselves mightily 
would we lead our own guidons as honorably.” The 
publishers of this work are Hudson-Kimberly, Kan- 
sas City, Mo. 

No. 1, Vol. IV., of The Patriotic Review, comes to 
hand for October, done in artillery red and profusely il- 
lustrated. There are portraits of William Cary Sanger, 
ex-Secretary of War; Admiral Dewey, President Fran- 
cis, of the St. Louis Fair, and Captain Bradman, U.S. 
M.C., the youngest officer with one exception in that 
branch of the Service. A prize is offered in cash for 
the best article on the “Army Canteen.” There are 
interesting semi-military features in this issue. M. H.

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FOREIGN ESTIMATE OF OUR GENERAL STAFF. 

One of the most interesting of foreign estimates of 
the creation of a General Staff in the United States 
Army has been prepared for the New York Independent 
by Lieut. Col. Georges Picquart, late of the French 
army. Colonel Picquart is greatly impressed with the 
purpose and method of the new system, and is confident 
that if properly administered it will result in large and 
lasting improvements in our military establishment. One 
of the serious defects of the old system, in the opinion 
of this expert, was that in time of peace the regiment 
was our largest military unit, so that until the moment 
of mobilization arrived there was no authority to create 
brigades, divisions and corps. The disadvantages of 
this system were still further increased by the non-exist- 
ence of a corps ot general staff officers, so that the offi- 
cers called upon to make up these improvised staffs had 
not been subjected to special selection and instruction, 
as is the case in European armies. The new system 
will correct the worst defects of the old by providing 
the central organism, which controls the whole military 
mechanism, with a strong and rational organization. 
One particularly interesting feature of Colonel Picquart’s 
paper is as follows: “The new law is silent on the 
question of the creation of grand army commands when 
the military establishment is on a peace footing, such as 
army corps, divisions, etc. I do not know whether an 
organization of this kind enters into the plans of those 
who are row engaged in remodeling the American Army. 
But if it does, this further step is made all the easier 
by this creation of a general staff corps, which would fur- 
nish the necessary officers.” 

Colonel Picquart’s views as to the qualifications of 
an efficient staff officer are especially timely. It is a 
grave error and widely held, he says, that a good staff 
officer need be simply a sort of clerk. This opinion, he 
continues, was generally prevalent in France previous to 
1870, “when the Franco-German War showed us to our 
cost what a mistaken idea this was.” The general staff 
officer should be exceptivnally well tempered, physically. 
morally and intellectually, and hence it is that he should 
be selected with the greatest care by a competitive ex- 
amination, followed by a sojourn in a special academy 
or military college. 

We have quoted at some length from Colonel Pic- 
quart’s excellent paper for the reason that it is full of 
light and suggestion concerning one of the most impor- 
tant constructive projects ever introduced in our military 
system. Colonel Picquart is one of the most eminent 
French experts in military science. He has studied the 
United States Army for years; he is as familiar with 
its conditions and needs as any other foreign writer, 
and his utterances concerning it are animated by the 
sincerest friendship. For his steadfast support of Cap- 
tain Dreyfus he was cashiered from the Army and cast 
into prison, where he devoted his time to a careful study 
of the American campaign in Cuba. Since his release 
his visiting card has always borne in addition to his 
military title the words “en réforme,” meaning “cash- 
iered.” The words bear with them a base stigma which, 
it is said. the French War Office would now gladly re- 
move. The Colonel, however, refused a compromise 
which he would regard as cowardly. He demands the 
relentless punishment of his persecutors, and will accept 
no settlement until they are brought to justice. 
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SACKET HARBOR NAVAL STATION, 


Ask officials in the Navy about a United 
States naval station at Sacket Harbor, 
N.Y., and the chances are strong that nine 
vut of every ten will shake their heads and 
say there is no such station. And yet 
there is such a station, the New York 
Tribune says. It is commanded and gar- 
risoned by one man. It costs the Govern- 
ment an average of $365 a year to main- 
tain it. ‘The Government derives not a 
penny of income from this queer little 
naval station, and yet it is valued highly 
by the Navy Department. History has 
demonstrated that, in the event of hos- 
tilities with a foreign power, Sacket Har- 
bor, on the shores of Lake Ontario, is one 
of the best strategic points of that part 
of the country. 

The last inspection of the Sacket Har- 
hor station was made by Admiral Endi- 
cott. The Admiral was greeted, not by 
gold laced officers or blue coated, brass 
buttoned jackies, but by A. H. Metcalf, 
the genial commandant and garrison of 
the tiny station. “Shipkeeper, in charge 
of the naval station, Sacket Harbor’— 
shipkeeper without a ship to keep, unless 
rowboats be counted in. Mr. Metcalf at- 
tends strictly to the duties of his office, 
few they may be, and enjoys the respect 
and esteem of officers high in the Navy 
Department. 

The position now held by Mr. Metcalf 
was held by his father before him, and in 
preceding years by a long line of officers, 
some of whom became more or less well 
known throughout the country. Commo- 
dore Woosley, who was hurried to Sack- 
et Harbor at the outbreak of the War of 
1812, established the naval station and 
was its first commandant. He was suc- 
eeded by Commodore Chauncey, and he 
by Sailing Master Augustus Ford, who 
was in command until 1842, when Lieu- 
tenant Sanford assumed control. He was 
succeeded in 1843 by Lieutenant Brownell, 
who served about a year. The next com- 
mandant was Capt. Thomas Platt, who 
served until 1849. Capt. George Sawyer 
served until 1853, and Capt. James Mc- 
Intosh was in command until 1857. Com- 
modore Josiah Tattnall had charge until 
1860, when, at the outbreak of the Civil 
War, he resigned to accept a commission 
from the Confederates. Capt. George N. 
Hollins, the officer in command of the sta- 
tion until 1862, later followed Commodore 
lattnall’s example. Commodore Lavel- 
ette had charge until 1864, when he was 
succeedea by Captain Bailey. From 1864 
to 1866 Shipkeeper Henry Metcalf, father 
of the present shipkeeper, was left in 
charge. Commodore John B. Montgomery 
was then assigned to the station, and 
stayed until 1869. Commodore Francis 
Ellison served in 1869 and 1870. But be- 


cause of the fact that there was little 
need for armed display at the station in 
times of peace the assignment was falling 
into disfavor among naval officers. Com- 
medore McKinstry, the next commandant, 
stayed only a few months, and Capt. 
Alexander Ryan, the last naval officer in 
charge, remained barely one month. He 
reported that the station did not demand 
the attention of a naval officer, and re- 
commended that its care be given in charge 
of the present shipkeeper. This recom- 
mendation was adopted, and Mr. Metcalf 
has been in charge of the station ever 
since, 


LEE’S FINAL RETREAT 

The final retreat of the Confederate 
Army of Northern Virginia, before Appo- 
mattox, is thus described by Major Stiles 
in “Four Years Under Marse Robert:” 

*‘No Confederate soldier who was on and 
of that fearful retreat can fail to recall it 
as one of the most trying experiences of 
his life. Trying enough, in the mere fact 
that the army of Northern Virginia was 
flying before its foes, but further trying, 
incomparably trying, in lack of food 
and rest and sleep, and because of the 
audacious pressure of the enemy’s cavalry. 
The combined and continued strain of all 
this upon soft garrison troops, unenured 
to labor and hardship and privation and 
peril, can hardly be conceived and cannot 
be described. Its two most serious ef- 
fects were drowsiness and nervousness. 

“I was a good part of the time at the 
rear of the battalion; but notwithstanding 
my efforts in this respect, individually 
and through a detail of men selected and 
organized for the purpose of: waking the 
sleepers, we lost, I am satisfied, every 
time we resumed march after a halt at 
night, men who were not found or who 
could not be aroused. 

“The nervousness resulting from the 
constant strain of starvation, fatigue and 
lack of sleep was a dangerous thing, at 
one time producing very lamentable re- 
sults, which threatened to be even more 
serious than they were. One evening an 
ofticer, I think of one of our supply de- 
partments, passed and repassed us several 
times, riding a powerful black stallion, 
all of whose furnishings, girths, reins, etc., 
were very heavy, indicating the unman- 
ageable character of the horse. When he 
rode ahead the last time, about dark, it 
seems that he imprudently hitched his 
horse by tying his very stout rein to a 
heavy fence rail which was part of the 
road fence. Something frightened the ani- 
mal and he reared back, pulling the rail 
out of the fence and dragging it after him 
full gallop down the road crowded with 
troops, mowing them down like the scythe 














of a war chariot. Someone, thinking there 
was a charge of cavalry, fired his musket 
and, on the instant, three or four bat- 
talions, mine among them, began firing in- 
to each other. 

“I was never more alarmed. Muskets 
were discharged in my very face, and I 
fully expected to be shot down; but after 
this most trying and perilous experience, 
the commanding officers succeeded in get- 
ting control of their men and getting them 
again into formation. But while we were 
talking to them, suddenly the panic 
seized them again, and they rushed in 
such a wild rout against the heavy road 
fence that they swept it away, and many 
of them took to the woods, firing back as 
they ran. A second time the excitement 
was quieted and a third time it broke out. 


in all the discomfort and 
wretchedness of the retreat, we had been 
no little amused by the naval battalion 
under that old hero, Admiral Tucker. The 
soldiers called them the “Aye, Ayes,” be- 
cause they responded “‘aye, aye,” to every 
order, sometimes repeating the order it- 
self, and adding, “Aye, aye, it is sir!’ As 
this battalion, which followed immediately 
after ours, was getting into position, and 
seamen’s and landsmen’s jargon and move- 
ments were getting a good deal mixed in 
the orders and evolutions, all being har- 
monized, however, and licked into shape 


“I remember, 


‘aye, aye,’ a young officer of the 
division staff rode up, saluted Admiral 
Tucker, and said: ‘Admiral, I may pos- 
sibly be of assistance to you in getting 
your command into line.’ The Admiral 
replied: ‘Young man, I understand how 
to talk to my people;’ and thereupon fol- 
lowed ‘a grand moral combination’ of 
‘right flank’ and ‘left flank, ‘starboard’ 
and larboard,’ ‘aye, aye’ and ‘aye, aye’ 
until the battalion gradually settled down 
into place.”
